Tuesday, June 3d, 1890. 

In accordance with the call of the Rt. Rev. Daniel Sylvester Tut- 
tle, D. I)., Bishop of the Diocese of Missouri, under Paragraph 1 of 
Canon 4, Title III of the Digest, a number of the clergy and laity 
assembled this day in (irace Church, Kansas City, the place nominated 
by the Rt. Rev. D. S. Tuttle, D. D., in his call for a Primary Conven- 
tion for organization of the new Diocese formed by action of the 
Convention of the Diocese of Missouri, held in the city of St. Louis, 
Missouri, in May, A. D. 18HU, and ratified by the (General C'onvention 
of the Protestant F^piscopal Church, held in the city of New York in 

October, A. D. ISH9. 

At 10 o'clock A. M. the clergy entered the ('hurch, singing as a 
processional the two hundred and second hymn, "The Church's One 
Foundation," when the regular service was held. 

The opening sentences and service to the First Lesson were read 
by the Rev. John W. Higson, of Trinity Church, Marshall. 

The First Lesson was read by the Rev. T. G. Harper, of St. Au- 
gustine's Church, Kansas City. 

The Second Lesson was read by the Rev. T. J. Brookes, of St. 
Luke's Church, Rich Hill. 

The Creed and Prayers were read by the Rev. S. C. Gaynor, of 
All Saints' Church, Nevada. 

The Commandments were read by the Rt. Rev. D. S. Tuttle, D. D. 
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The Epistle was read by the Rev. J. L. Gay, of St. Mary's Church, 
Fayette. 

The Gospel was read by the Rev. J. W. Dunn, of Calvary Church, 
Pleasant Hill. 

The Rev. J. J. Wilkins, of Calvary Church, Sedalia, then preached 
the Convention Sermon. 

Offertory Sentences and Notices delivered by Rev. Cameron 
Mann, D. 1)., of Grace Church, Kansas City. 

The Holy Communion was then celebrated by the Rt. Rev. D. S. 
Tuttle, I). I). 

After benediction, the clergy retired, and upon returning to the 
Church, the Rt. Rev. I). S. Tuttle, I). I)., Bishop of the Diocese of 
Missouri, called the Convention to order, and called upon Mr. John R. 
.Triplett, Secretary of the ('onvention of the Diocese of Missouri, to 
act as temporary Secretary, whereupon the Secretary protem called 
the roll of clergy canonically resident within the territory of what is 
known as the New Diocese, and twenty-two clergymen answered to their 
names. 

The Rt. Rev. President appointed, as a Committee on Lay 
Credentials, the Rev. M. M. Moore, Rev. J. W. Higson, and Rev. J. W. 
Birchmore. 

The Rt. Rev. President then staled that he appointed Mr. I. 
P. Dana to receive and receipt for all moneys due by Parishes and 
Missions, turning over the same to the Treasurer of the New Diocese 
when duly elected by this Convention. 

On motion of Rev. M. M. Moore the Convention took a recess till 
3:00 p. M., to re-assemble at the Guild House, where all future meet- 
ings of this Convention would be held. 

Guild House, 3 o'clock, p. m. 
Convention reassembled after recess. The Committee on Lay 
Credentials reported that Credentials in regular form, had been pre- 
sented from seventeen Parishes, and upon calling the roll, delegates 
from seventeen Parishes answered to their names. 
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The Rt. Rev. Bishop then announced a quorum of both orders 

present, and the Convention ready for business.

On motion of Rev. Cameron Mann, I). D., Mr. Alexander Duer 

was elected Secretary with power to appoint his assistant. 

The Secretary appointed Mr. John R. Triplett his assistant. 

On motion of Rev. J. K. Dunn, the following resolution was 
adopted: 

Rfsolvedy That visiting clergy and candidates for Holy Orders be 
invited to the sessions of this Convention, and be requested to hand 
their cards to the Secretary.

On motion of Rev. M. M. Moore the following resolution was 
adopted: 

Resohed, That the Convention meet each morning for divine 
worship at 9 o'clock, and for business from 10 to 12:30 p. m., when it 
take a recess to 2 p. m. and continue until 5:30 p. m. 
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On motion of Rev. J. W. Birchmore the remission of $20.00 de- 
linquency of Trinity Church, Independence, was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Finance. 

On motion of Mr. A. F. Zimmerman the remission of the delin- 
quency of Christ Church, VVarrensburgh, was referred to the same 
Committee. 

Committee on Lay Credentials made a supplemental report that 
Mr. John Holloway, delegate from Calvary Church, Pleasant Hill, and 

I. H. Pearson, of St. Mary*s, Fayette, were entitled to seats. Upon 
calling their names the delegates answered to their names. 

The Rt. Rev. D. S. Tuttle, D. D., then read his address.

Rev. Cameron Mann, D. D., moved to amend by inserting in 
place of the words **West Missouri,*' the words "Kansas City." 

On motion of Mr. J. C Horton, it was resolved that the roll 
be called, and as the names are called, the clergymen or lay delegates 
rise in their seats and answer by stating the name of Kansas City or 
West Missouri, as he may prefer. 

After calling the roll, and before the ('hair announced the re- 
sult, the following gentlemen expressed their desire to change their 
votes from Kansas City to West Missouri: Rev. C. Mann, D. D., 
Rev. Robt. Talbot, Rev. J. K. Dunn, Rev. R. C;. Noland. 

The Chair announced the result of the call of the roll as follows: 

Vote of the Clergy — 

For the name West Missouri 18. 

For the name Kansas City 7. 

Vote of the Laity — 

For the name West Missouri 30. 

F'or the name Kansas City 12. 

The Rev. M. M. Moore moved that this Convention give its 
unanimous approval to the name of "West Missouri." 

Motion was lost by one dissenting vote. 

On motion of Rev. M. M. Moore the following resolution was 
adopted: 

Resolved^ That this Convention now take an informal nominating 
ballot for Bishop of the Diocese of West Missouri, and that all names 
voted for be considered as nominees. 
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The Rt. Rev. Chairman appointed as Tellers, to receive the cler- 
ical vote, Rev. John Sword and Mr. G. J. Pollock; to receive the Lay 
vote. Rev. J. H. Waterman, Mr. R. W. Gary. 

Rev. H. L. Foote moved that instead of calling the roll, the tellers 
take thc'r stand near the door, and the clergy and lay delegates walk 
up and deposit their votes. 

Hon. C. G. Burton offered as an amendment, that the tellers col- 
lect from the clergy and laity entitled to vote, their ballots, instead of 
calling the roll. The same was, on motion, adopted. 

Tellers collected ballots and retired. 

On motion of Rev. Gameron Mann, D. D., the house went into 
the election of a Treasurer of the Diocese. 

On motion and by unanimous consent of the house, the Secretary 
was instructed to cast the ballot of the Convention for Mr. W. H. Clarke 
of Grace Church, Kansas City, for Treasurer of the Diocese. 

The Secretary so cast the ballot. 

Tellers entered and read the report of the nominating ballot for 
the Bishop of the Diocese of West Missouri. 

The result of the ballot, was on motion of Rev. M. M. Moore, 
forbidden to appear on the records of the Conr\'ention. 

On motion the Convention adjourned till 10 o'clock Wednesday 
morning.

Mr. J. C. Hedenburg placed in nomination the name of the Rev. 
H. L. Foote, of Christ Church, St. Joseph. 
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The nomination of the Rev. II. L. Foote was seconded by Rev. 
Mr. Waterman, Rev. Mr. Keeble, Rev. ^[^. Gardner, and Mr. H. II. 
Harding. 

Mr. H. D. Ashley nominated the Rev. Cameron Mann, D. D., of 
Grace Church, Kansas City. 

The nomination of the Rev. Dr. Mann was seconded by Messrs. 
B. G. Wilkerson and W. E. Winner. 

Rev. R. G. Noland seconded the nomination of the Rev. Dr. 
Mann. 

Rev. J. J. Wilkins seconded the nomination of Rev. Thos. F. 
Gailor. 

Rev. M. M. Moore moved that the time of recess be postponed 
fifteen minutes, in order that an informal ballot might be taken. 

Mr. H. G. Wilkerson moved that the house adjourn until 2 o'clock 
p. M. Carried. 

Guild House, 2 o'clock p. m. 
The Convention re-assembled after recess. 

The Rt. Rev. President called the Convention to order. 

Mr. Alexander Duer seconded the nomination of the Rev. Thos. 
F. Gailor. 

On motion the house decided to proceed with an informal ballot 
for Bishop of the Diocese. 

The Rt. Rev. President appointed the following as tellers:

to receive the Lay vote, Rev. J. H. Sellers, Mr. C. P. Ollis. 

Before the ballot was taken the Rt. Rev. President set forth to the 
house the order of religious services which should be followed.

the Secretary called the roll of the Clergy and Laity entitled to votes 

The Tellers then retired. 

Rev. Cameron Mann, D. D., Chairman of the Standing Committee 
on Missions, presented and read the Committee's report, which was 
received, and the resolution contained therein was on motion adopted.

Rev. Dr. Mann, Chairman of same Committee, presented the fol- 
lowing report:

Drak Bkktiiren: 

By the General Constitution of the Cburcb it is provided that, "Whenever 
the division of a Diocese into two or more Dioceses shall be ratified by the 
General Convention, each of the Dioceses shall be subject to the ("onstitution 
and Canons of the Diocese so divided, except as local circumstancen may pre- 
vent, until the same may be altered in either Diocese by the Convention 
thereof." 

Acting untler this clause and regarding the Primary Convention for the 
time being as a Special Convention of the old Diocese, altered as local circum- 
stances re<|uire. and until, by the election of your Standing Committee, you 
place yourselves under other competent Ecclesiastical authority. I appear to be, 
by the mind of the Church, your presiding officer, and as such am happy to 
greet you to-day. 

Not since the erection of East Carolina in 1883 has one of the American 
Dioceses <iivided itself until this division of ours. The general sentiment in the 
Church at large has of late, I think, been opposed to division. Permission was 
given us to divide, doubtless, because it was perceived that opportunities for 
work, and vigor in its prosecution, would thus be promoted. At the very 
threshold of your being, then, the responsibility is laid upon you to get to work, 
and to keep at work, wisely and earnestly. 

You will count me only loyal to the Church, and not personally immodest, 
1 hope, if I say, — to get a Bishop of your own, and a good Bishop is a prime 
essential for good work. I trust your prayers to God have been going up for 
this. I hope your earnest votes will be given for this. May God's special 
guidance be vouchsafed, 1 humbly pray. When God sends him, gather to his 
side. Stay up his hands. Get close to his heart. Expect not perfection in 
him. Count not that he by his energy and thn)ugh his office can and will ac- 
com)>lish everything. Let him get a little used to the field ere you demand 
much of him. Give him lime and keep your patience; and afterwards let him 
feel that he is a general indeed, not left helplessly alone, but with captains and 
sergeants and regiments of rank and file, all alive to be led by him and work 
with him. 

Yours is a glorious Missionary field. Talk Missions, work Missions, love 
Missions from the very start. You have twenty-four Paiishes and twenty- 
eight organized Missions. You have forty-one Church buildings and nine 
Uectories. Of your thirty-five Clergy, twenty-seven are actively working. 
You have four Candidates and Postulants for Holy Orders. 

For Priests Orders: 

Stephen Warren Wilson, admitted October 24, 1888. 

For Deacons Orders: 

Benjamin Isreal Jack, admitted December 7, 1889. 

Postulants: 

Jesse lioote, admitted March 5, 1888. 
Easton Earl Madeira, admitted May 30, 1888. 

You have sixteen Clergymen who are Missionaries. One receives his 
stipend of $300 per year from the Church Commission for work among colored 
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people. Five receive $450 as Domestic Missionaries from the Board of Man- 
agers. These five and ten more with them receive $2,250 from tlie Board o^ 
Diocesan Missions. All these grants are made for the year, from September 1, 
1889, to September 1, 1890. Therefore, in justice to the Missionaries, the list 
and the appointment ought to remain unchanged until the first day of next 
September. Besides, in order to spur local effort, promises have been made to 
Joplin and Neosho that $200 per j'ear will be appropriated to them if they will 
get a pastor; and to Butler and Pleasant Hill, $250; and to Cameron, Lib- 
erty and Plattsburg, $200. So $3,000 per year of pledges for Diocesan Mis- 
sions are needed for keeping the Diocesan Missionary work in hand that is now 
doing. I earnestly plead that pledges for this work may be made as promptly 
and willingly and generously as po.ssible. Besides, Brunswick, Boonville, 
Weston, Clinton, Hamilton, King City, Lamar, Marshficld, Miama, Odessa. 
Sweet Springs and Versailles are vacant. Of these, Boonville, Clinton and 
Versailles are important, and need earnest attention. Weston, Hamilton, 
King City and Sweet Springs have al^o hopeful and promising elemnuts in 
them. 

Other outlying points may be mentioned. Trenton, a large town, not ut- 
terly unacquainted with the church, and Platte City also, ought to be entered 
and laid hold of. A bright and promising opening exists at Salisbury, and 
another at Richmond. And here are other towns of a splendid Missionary 
field: In the south. Mountain Grove; in the center, Osceola, Warsaw and Tip- 
ton; in the north, Keysville, Gallatin, Albany, Stanberry and Mound City. 

When you come to cities, St. Joseph ought to have one or two more cen- 
ters of Church work started at once besides the four she already has; and Kan- 
sas City two or three more besides her present number of eight. 

So, all around the horizon there is Missionary work for you, and that, too. 
of a most promising kind. Kansas City, St. Joseph, Springfield, Sedalia, 
Carthage, ye that are strong, I beg you uphold the weak. I beseech you as 
for your life, stand by the Missionary work. 

I suggest that it would be wise to adopt the Rules of Order of the Diocesan 
Convention of Missouri of 1889, as the Rules of Order for this C/Onvention, 
except as local circumstances may prevent, as these Rules are before us con- 
veniently printed in the Journal. 

I also suggest that it would be well for this Convention to appoint a Com- 
mittee on Constitution and Canons to sit during the recess and to report to the 
next Annual Convention such amendments and changes as in their Judgment 
shall seem necessary and wise. 

Dear Brethren, here and now you are to give tone to your Diocese. You 
are to start the making of its future history. Be prudent, prayerful, earnest, 
kindly, unselfish, generous. 

I will not keep you from your important duties. My affectionate solici- 
tude for you is of the deepest sort. As a father, taking care of his family, and 
who, on the eve of a far journey, wants to see loved ones provided for against 
his absence, I am here to counsel with you, and to pray for you, and to wish 
you success and happiness in all your future. God so grant for His dear Son's 
sake. Amen.

lit. Rer. Father in Ood, and Brethren Belnted of the Clergy and lAiity: 

We are assembled to take council together, and to legislate in things per- 
taining to the Kingdom of God. This Kingdom is a divine Kingdom, its aims 
and purposes are divine, its mission is divine. And to this. The Church's 
Mission, as described in the 15th verse of the 16th chapter of the Qospel acconl- 
ing to St. Mark, we ask the attention of this new province in the Kingdom of 
God, this morning. 

**And lie aaid nnto them, 'Go ye into all the world, and preach the gospel to every 
creature.' " 

A trite text, and commonplace, some will say. Yes, but ever fresh, and 
new, and strange. It is the lordliest utterance ever spoken on the earth. Truly 
no man ever spake like this man! lie strikes a new chord on the Lyre of Time 
— the primal note in the gladdest carol ever known to men — and proclaims the 
great evangely of an universal brotherhood. And in this He was unique. True, 
others had proclaimed the Word of God, but only to an elect and chosen few. 
A poet hid sung the Words of God and sung them with a power and sweetness 
which still holds the hearts of men in willing thrall, but with no thought be- 
yond the Temple and the Nation. Philosophers had propounded certain con- 
ceptions of the nature of God and of His relations to the race, but none had ever 
said, **Go, carry my teachings to all nations." liather, they had surrounded 
themselves with mysteries and barred the way of truth to all, save an initiated 
few alone. But here is one who in the supremcst moment of His career, things 
not of Himself, nor of the glory to which He goes, but of the world of men and 
women of all time to come which He leaves behind, and says, "The world is the 
object of my love — 'God so loved the world that He gave His only Begotten 
Son.' The world is the object of my care — The fleld is the world.' The world 
is the object of my salvation — 'Go ye into all the world.' Let no thought of 
cult, clan or nation deter you. The ministry of the nation has been abolished, 
the veil of the Temple has been rent in twain, and your sphere is a boundless 
sphere. Go into it, not to absorb its wealth and luxuries, but to give, to purify, 
to bless, to comfort and to save. Fill it, not with material, but with spiritual 
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forces. 'Ye are the salt of the earth.' *Ye are ray witnesses.' 'I am the true 
light that Hghteth every man that comcth into the world.' " This was the 
Christ idea, aod to this His every sermon and lesson, parable and illustration 
pointed up. Everywhere and always He seeks to broaden and uplift the dis- 
ciples' conception of His mission by lifting their thoughts from the known and 
the seen to the unseen and eternal. *** * * to sit on my right hand 
aod on my left, is not mne to give," He says, "but it shall be given them for 
whom it is prepared of my Father." "Ye shall be witnesses unto me both in 
Jerusalem, and in all Judea, and in Samaria, and uuto the uttermost parts of 
the earth." Strange sayings, and not wholly understood. But they were steps 
in the process by which He would lift them out of their insularity and narrow- 
ness up to, and into the full realization of the great fact that He was the Christ, 
not of Judea, Galilee, Samaria or the Temple merely, but an unlocalized Christ, 
filling all space and occupying all time as the Redeemer and Savior of mankind, 
by whom and through whom they could lay fast hold on, and appropriate to 
themselves the energies and potencies of the spiritual kingdom. To this grand 
true conception of His mission He continually pushed them forward. For this 
the teaching of the Great Forty Days; for this He appeared to them by sea 
side and mountain side, walking with them and talking with them by the way 
until at last the final hour arrives, and with the earth beneath His feet and hosts 
of angels above His head. He stretches forth His hands in Heavenly benediction 
and cries, "All power is given to me in Heaven and in earth, go ye, therefore, 
and teach all nations." And endued with that power, vivified with spiritual 
apprehensions and energized with spiritual powers, they went to all nations. 
No opposition could check their progress, no obstacle bar their way. Christ 
was needed everywhere and they must go everywhere. Thrones were shaken 
and temples overthrown. Customs were abandoned and sins renounced. The 
cross, sometime symbol of ignominy and shame, but now lustrous with the su- 
pernal fiush of the Master's power, flashes its radiance all the world around. 
And the glad messengers of peace, kindled and glowing with a supreme pur- 
pose, tell the story of the Birth, Life, Death, Burial, Resurrection and Ascen- 
sion with such celerity, intrepidity and power, that ere St. Paul is called to rest, 
idolatry is overcome, the Church of the living God rises fair and beautiful on 
the ruins of the Academy and Porch, and the nation's cry, "Hail, Galilean, 
thou hast conqured !" 

And still that wondrous movement shapes, directs, controls. No civilized 
government that does not shadow forth its rule, no form of benevolence it does 
not inspire, no litcrat&re^ art, science or resear(5h that does not feel and mani- 
fest its power, and no doubter or agnostic who is not a pensioner to its bounty 
and a debtor to its grace. It touches us on every side and helps us on in our 
every way. It stands by your side, O, business man, going before and laying 
foundations strong and deep for your enterprise and labor. It adds to your 
riches, O man of wealth, by teaching lessons of faithfulness, honesty, sobriety 
and prudence. It stands by your side too, O laboring man, and stands there 
first, for the hands that of old time wrought wonders on land and see, also 
wrought with the hammer and saw, and the fingers which penned the letters 
which the world will n«t willingly let die, were hard and scarred, and marred 
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and seamed with the needle and canvass cloth of tents. Yes. the Gospel of 
Jesus Christ, that deathless and ever growing power, comprehends all, sweet- 
ens all and uplifts all of life. It is the inspiration of all that is lovely, gracious 
and strong in personal character. It alone, is the unfailing bulwark of safety 
for society and the state and the source of permanent peace and felfcity in the 
home. It alone, holds the key to the mysteries of life and death, and it alone, is 
the power of salvation unto eternal life. And only ns the Church spreads this 
power abroad and applies its principals to the solution of the problems of this 
present day, to the uplifting of every burden and to the alleviation of every 
form of distress that rests upon the sons of men, can the world know the peace 
of the Prince of Peace who came that the worhl might have peace. 

Obviously then, the world's need being the same, and the Gospel's power be- 
ing the same, the field of the Church's mission must need be the same. And 
this is the one supreme fact which appeals to us with an emphasis and insis- 
tency hereto unknown. The Church has passed through the age of struggle, 
and emerged from the era of garnishings and sweepings into this great century 
of missionary spirit, achievement and progress. Never was the world so ready 
for the Gospel as it is ready now. Never was the Church so well equipped as 
it is equipped now, and never were material conditions so favorable as now. 
Distance has been well nigh annihiliated, mountains leveled, chasms bridged, a 
way made through the desert, the hoary old world ribbed with steel, and earth, 
air and water, made whispering galleries for trade and commerce. And all 
these elements of progress, all these marvelous material agencies are helps, aye, 
more! Weapons forged and put into our hands by Almighty God Himself for 
the subjugation of the Kingdoms of this world to the Kingdom of His Son. 
Wherefore, let no man attempt to distinguish between the sacred and secular, 
so-called. Nothing is secular. This is God's world. "The earth is the Jx>rd'8 
and the fulness thereof," and everything that He hath made bears the mark of 
His imperial sovereignty. Your business — if it be true business, if the Golden 
Rule underlines it, and the fine spirit which is in Christ Jesus colors it — 
is sacred. God is in it, Christ is in it, and His Gospel rests upon and per- 
vades it. Every realm of life and every department of thought and labor is 
sacred. All humanity — whatever sun tanned its cheeks, whatever blood courses 
through its veins, whatever councils or senates may have affirmed — is sacred; 
made so, essentially so, by Christ's assumption of it, forevermore. And it de- 
volves upon us, each in his vocation and ministry to vindicate the truth and 
sovereignty of our Lord Jesus Christ by dilligently and faithfully employing all 
the things of this world in His most sacred service, and by expressing our 
fealty to that service, not only in sacraments, hymns and prayers, but in all 
the many varied and inter- related interests of life — in the court, the legislature, 
home and workshop, for "the field is the world," the object of the Savior's 
love is the world, and the command to us, no less than to those of old is, to 
**Go into all the world." 

But if the world is the field of the Church's mission, what is the mission 
itself? To preach, and to preach the Gospel of Jesus Christ until the radiance 
of the cross flashes from hill to hill, from sea to sea, and from shore to shore. 
Into the history and philosophy of preaching I need not enter. The theocracy 
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Gonaerred and sustaiDed by it, Christianity was heralded by it. Christ's 
public ministry beganwith it, the disciples continued in it. and I need not remind 
you thai the slumbers of a world stupifled by the drowse of sinful ac(iuiesence 
have beea Again and again broken by it, that the Church of God has been 
again and again raised from the lees of a cold, selfish indifference by it, and 
that the heart of humanity has been again and again touched, aye, fired with a 
•park from the very throne of God by it. And yet, let it not be denied, for it 
is too true to be denied, that scarcely an age in which the Church has not neg- 
lected this mighty weapon, and scarcely an age in which she has not busied 
herself, and wasted both time and energy, with philosophies and dogmas, sys- 
tema and administrations of religion which sustain no vital relation whatever 
to the salvation of the soul, and which, while not of themselves necessarily 
wasteful, yet are not the Gospel, and are wasteful in the disproportionate at- 
tention often given them, and in contributing to the loss of many great and 
precious opportunities, They are the luxuries, the roses and lilies of the 
Church's life. And luxuries do not make brawn and muscle, nor build up 
strong corporate or individual character. Rather they enervate, enfeeble and 
destroy; and while they may be lawful, while it may not be improper for the 
Church to step aside from her august mission now and then, to refresh her 
wearied energies in ecclesiastical play, yet play is not, and cannot be in the 
nature of her character, the work she is called to do. That work, I repeat, is 
to preach the Gospel of Jesus Christ. It was put upon her midst the glory 
and benediction of Olivet, and by the enduemcnt of Pentecost. And as we with 
one hand grasp this mighty present, and with the other hold fast to that 
glorious past, as we belong to that great and illustrous white-robed throng 
which reaches back unbrokenly to the Eleven who received commission in As- 
cension light and splendor, that commission binds and limits us even as it 
bound and limited them. Now. as then, its one supreme requirement is, to 
preach the Gospel. And to preach it, not as '*a wisdom" for "Greeks," 
whether they be agnostics of the ancrient or modern Athens; not as a "sign for 
the Jews," whether they be of the archaic or recent sort, nor as the specula- 
tions of a philosophical, scientific or ethical culture, but as they preached it 
and for the men who are now upon the earth. Not to argue, but to preach; 
not to prove the gospel, as well might you try to prove the sunshine, but to 
affirm it, *** * * opening and alleging that Christ must needs have suf- 
fered and risen again from the dead," that like the sunshine, it may have op- 
portunity to prove itself. And to preach it everywhere, for sin is everywhere, 
and everywhere man would know how to be redeemed, purified and saved; to 
preach it everywhere, for sorrow is everywhere, and everywhere man would 
know what it says of sin and woe, and pain and pardon; to preach it every- 
where, for deatti is everywhere, and everywhere man would know of the secret 
place where the Hglit is lucent and pure, and the rest is without shock, pain or 
dream. And so to preach it that Christ's statements about it can be applied to 
the demands of particular occasions, to the solution of particular problems and 
to the needs of particular persons, so that the world shall feel and recognize 
its power in this vexing, maddening maze of things, and that they who, of a 
truth, do hunger and thirst after righteousness shall enjoy the promised bene- 
diction and be filled. 
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Of course, I am not unmindful that another, and still another view is ente- 
lained. On the one hand it is alleged that. 'Preaching has had its day," that 
"Sermons are a weariness to the flesh and emptiness to the mind." that 'The 
world has outgrown the message and the messenger," and that, work, work here 
and work there, club-rooms and guilds, societies and parlors are the cryingneeds 
of the day. And on the other hand it is said that "The impression of worship 
is more to be desired than the expression of preaching." and so the sermon is 
shaven and shorn, reduced and minified until only a fifteen minute skeleton, a 
mere shadow of its former self remains, in behalf of the "humanitarium sideof 
religion," as it is called, or despoiled of its nerves, fat, strength, aye, of life 
itself, in deference to ceremonial, music and song. But whatever may be 
affirmed, "preaching has not had its day." The passing of the preacher has not 
yet been seen, nor will it be. "Heaven and earth shall pass away, but my words 
shall not pass away." and the voice of the preacher will be heard proclaiming 
the glad, gladdest news of time when the Angel of God shall stand with one 
foot on the land and the other on the sea and declare that time shall be no longer. 
The world outgrown the message! What means then, the gathering of the 
multitudes week after week, and year after year, to listen to trite discourse on 
one familiar theme and to listen too with hushed and charmed silence when the 
voice which speaks is real? What means this strange and fascinating scene 
which everywhere meets the eye, and tuese sounds so familiar yet so new which 
everywhere — in Cathedral and wayside chapel, in village Church and cross-roads 
school, in hall and highway, in prison cell and hospital ward — fall upon the ear? 
Does all this mean that "preaching is a weariness to the flesh," that the Gospel 
no longer has a message to the soul, and that the newspaper and magazine have 
deprived the preacher of his following and influence? Then the world is an 
idiot and a fool, an imbecile taken in by a pleasant hallucination and led blindly 
like a puppet to fall prostrate before a malefactor's cross by an agency which 
' hath neither virtue nor ])otency. Lost its power! What agency then, will you 
invoke to gather week after week, so much of intelligence, learning and culture 
to listen to one unchangable story told neither ver>' eloquently nor very weU? 
Shall it be public amusements? Why they must ring change upon change, add 
variety to variety, employ the most superb of costumes, the most gorgeous of 
spectacles, the most entrancing and sensuous of music and appeal to the most 
susceptible elements of the nature to hold their patronage for even a day. Shall 
it be the newspaper and magazine? There too, is change, constant change; 
change of writers and change of themes, with novel treatments of the old, and 
sensational treatments of the new. Shall it be the lecture field, what remains of 
it? Said a friend, one the most popular of lecturers and author of one of the 
most helpful and entertaining platform utterances of the day, in response to my 
inquiry, "I was obliged to retire that lecture from my course, or retire myself 
from the rostrum; the dear people would have change. " And so, he takes with 
him, not better, but newer words to gain the public's ear and win its gold. But 
the true preacher's theme is a changeless theme. It never palls upon the ear 
and never fails, save only when the preacher forgets its power, to respond to 
and satisfy the cravings of the human heart. Through all the philosophies and 
systems, mutations and chances of time it retains proud primacy in the diffusion 
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of knowledge and the inculcation of righteousness. And the Gospel which chal- 
lenged the obedience of the polished Athenian, the proud Roman and the tradi- 
tion loving Jew of the centuries agone, still dominates the thought of mankind, 
and enchains and controls the learning, virtue and honest purpose of the world. 

Nor is it true that the "Impression of worship is more to be desired than the 
expression of preaching." That worship is essential to the growth and devel- 
opment of the spiritual life, and that ritual, imposing ceremonial and the sound 
of trumpet, lute and harp, exercise most salutary and educative offices in the 
Churches work, and are not by any means to be disparaged, much less disdained^ 
needs not to be said. Indeed, they may be the necessary expression of certain 
fixed principles in the symbolic worship of the sanctuary — as to that I have no 
argument. But even so, they are n6i the Gospel and, therefore, cannot do the 
work of the Gospel. Moreover, before the world can apply certain fixed prin- 
ciples to worship, before men can come before God in the beauty of holiness, 
they must be taught by the Gospel that He is the only true object of worship, 
and before men can pray they must be taught how to pray and be brought by the 
power of the Gospel to a knowledge of Him who alone can answer prayer. And 
so, while ritual, order and beauty of worship, the pealing of organ and the 
hymning and chanting of choirs may attract, animate, edify and sustain, yet 
they are not the Gospel and have no power in and of themselves to bring the 
world to the obedience of Christ. For the power of the Gospel is in itself. It 
is self-applying and self-demostrating. It alone has power to subdue and dis- 
ciple the world. 

Everywere and always, it has been the great company of preachers who 
have blazed the way, sounded the onslaught and marshaled the ever growing 
and victorious battalions in God's highway. In the Roman Catholic Com- 
munion, splendid and well nigh invincible preaching orders have wrought far 
more for the evangelization of the world than all its routine of services and ad- 
ministration of discipline. The highway preachers of England, "Consecrated 
Cobblers" they were called, did more to save the nation from the rationalism of 
the eighteenth century than the worship of Cathedrals where liturgies were rich, 
ceremonial grand and imposing, and the music second only to that which is 
quired around the throne of God. And the preachers of our own land have 
ever led the van in the march of human progress, and their testimony fired to 
true eloquence by the passion of intense conviction, has contributed far more 
to the extension of the Master's Kindom, to the spread of knowledge and to the 
preservation of social peace and order, and of the sanctity and felicity of the 
home, than all of learning, art, statecrrft and material prosperity combined. 

Wherefore, let us obey, each in his vocation and ministry, the command, 
"Go preach the Gospel." Still there is need that one should "Go cry." Still 
it is essential that "the antagonism of Influence which," as John Stuart Mill 
says, "is the only security for continued progress" should be "kept up." Still 
the preacher conveys a message which every man needs to hear and which can- 
not grow obsolete by any conceivable advance of civilization. Still it is woven 
into the essential and eternal needs of human history and human nature; and 
multiply activities as you may, increase and elaborate services as you may, yet 
the "foolishness of preaching" will stand solitary and alone, high oyer all. 
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the lever that hy divine api>ointment moves the moral universe, the power 
that inspires men to moral honesty and heroism, consoles them in Borrow 
andafllietion; and, whether in prosperity or adversity crowns the lif« with 
sweet content and fills the heart with peace and joy — the power of "the living 
truth of the living Christ." 

And this to "preach the Qospel" is most comprehensive in its sweep and 
dc8ii|:n; it includes "every creature." The religion of Jesus Christ was, alone of 
all the religions of the world, common and universal. Life, human life, wts 
valued, not for any native worth, dignity or grandure, b:it for its accidents— 
power, genius. Even the Hebrew, who certainly ascribes to raan a higher 
value than was known elsewhere, honored Hebrew nature rather than human 
nature. But Christianity knew no caste. It sounded the death knell of all 
human distinctions among men, said to differing cults and warring nations, 
"Sirs, ye are brethernl" and proclaimed that every soul of whatever race, 
creed or condition was worth a kingdom. And to maintain this divine ideal 
of human life and to perpetuate this religion of universal brotherhood ia the 
work of the Church of Qod. For this she was sent into the world and in behalf 
of this she wrought many an achievement and won many a victory. But the 
stream of tendency has ever been against her. Even now there is constant and 
universal drift towards the separation of men into classes, sects and caatea. It 
obtains everywhere. The most ordinary pursuits and conditions of life con- 
tribute to it. and no democracy avails to preveat it. With the causes of this 
we have nothing now to do. But whatever its cause may be, and from what- 
ever source it may proceed, it is the duty of the (-hurch of Qod, aye, and of 
every Christian man and woman, to set face like flint against it and relentleaaly 
to root out the evils which flow from it. She, like her Master, knows no caste, 
and if she be true to her mission can know none. She is not of this world. If 
she were she might fight and arbitrate between this man and that. She is a 
spiritual kingdom, wielding spiritual weapons and conferring spiritual bles- 
sings, and her mission is to reveal the truth as it is in Christ Jesus to "every 
creature," 

And this brings us to the question, is the Church fulfilling tbia miaaion? 
Does she preach the Gospel "to every creature?" Whatever else she may suc- 
ceed in doing it must be admitted that she fails in this and fails moat signally 
and portentously. Thousands upon thousands fall away, stray away and re- 
main far. far away from the sound of her inviting voice and the reach of her 
outstretched arm. year after year. Christ has much people in the citiea, but 
none in the churches. And not only so. There is growing up among men a 
positive dislike of and determined hostility towards the Church of Qod. They 
avoid her touch, despise her methods and curse what they call her pat- 
ronage. Why? Because they hate Jesus, the Head of the Church? Not 
at all. They honor and recognize Him, not only as their friend, but aa 
their best and truest ally. "In our city," says a clergyman of high character, 
"In our city workingmen's clubs and Socialists cheer every utterance of the name 
of Jesus Christ. Not long ago a friend of mine was cheered until the rafters 
rang as he talked of the ethi(*s of Jesus." Why then do they avoid and hate 
the Church of Jesus? "Because." as they aftlrm, "because the church doea 
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not follow bim whom it proposes to follow; because caste prevails anil exclus- 
iveDess occupies tbe pews; because just now, when the church should be com- 
ing nearer to the people day by day, she is widening the breach by saying to 
this man, 'sit thou here in a good place,' and to another, 'sit thou here under 
my footstool:' because she is against them in their efforts to secure their own; 
because her growth and extension seem only to emphasize more and more the 
difference between her ministry to the rich and to the poor; because, just now 
when worship should be plain, simple, strong and devout, it is given over to 
choirs^ elaborated to the extremest limit, and carefully adopted to the tastes of 
the cultured and refined; and because of the tendency' towards a religious aris- 
tocracy, mere ethical teaching, and an ecclesiastical aestheticism^" This is 
what men say. Is it true? I am not saying it is true, observe. But I ask you 
what I have often asked myself. Is the church in touch with the common peo- 
ple? Does she go out into the highways and byways as her Master went and 
as he bade them go "to preach the Gospel to every creature?" Do we, as em- 
bassadors for Him, denounce the pretences, shams and pharasaisms of the day 
as He denounces those in His time, and do we love Qod's poor ones and His 
weak ones as He loved them? These are questions which press on my heart 
and conscience, and which will not down at the bidding of any council, system, 
school or sect. And when I note, what we all must note, and what, if our 
heartfi. be right, we all must deplore, that the Church does forsake the districts 
of the poor, that she does follow the tide of wealth and culture, leaving vast, 
churchless, Christless tracts behind her, and that her best energies 
are applied to strengthening the particular parish rather than to preaching the 
Gospel "to every creature;" ah, then, I fear me, there is only too much of truth 
in this terrible indictment of the church of God. Not that the particular parish 
shoulc' not be maintained and strengthened; this is a necessity of the case. The 
work must begin at Jerusalem, now as ever. Not that poverty is a virtue. No- 
where does the word of God eulogize either riches or poverty. Nor that the 
Gospel should not be preached to the rich. They too have immortal 
souls, and cares and temptations, heartaches and agonies which the poor know 
not of and into which they cannot enter. "You bestow your gifts on the 
poor; have you nothing from Him who sent you, to give me peace?" is the cry 
of many a man and woman who has every earthly good, says Dr. McCosh. 
Yes, and they need, some of them, to be warned of the danger of riches, and to 
be admonished to a life of simplicity, soberness and self denial, lest ihe day 
should come when the lust of their riches will eat into their souls like smoulder- 
ing fire. But after all this, and more has been said on this behalf, it remains 
true that Jesus was the poorest of the poor, that His disciples were from among 
the lowliest of the lowly, and that the Churchs mission is especially to those 
whom He "loved as none had loved, and loved as none had loved before." For, 
mark you, "to the poor the Gospel is preached" is her distinguishing charac- 
teristic. Shorn of that she is shorn of her power. When she loses the poor she 
loses the presence of the blessed Christ. Aye, and more. When she for- 
sakes the poor, the world for whom she forsakes them will forsake her and de- 
spise her as surely as it despises tbe priest who seeks to minister to the wealthy 
and refined, alone. And, in truth, to what but this has she come, in part, at 
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least, even now? What but this, as asks the wise and enidite writer of The 
CJiurchman, what but this is the meaning of the "strange fact that in this age 
Jesus is honored with the passionate devotion, and his personal teachings ac- 
cepted by the passionate convictions of thousands who ♦ ♦ ♦ keep apart 
from Christ's Church? So powerful is the phrase, 'The Christianity of Christ,' 
tliat among all classes of men. learned and unlearned, Christ is personally hon- 
ored and revered, and his teachings reyerenced as they never were before. 
What does it mean that John Stuart Mill confessed that the ethics of Jesus 
cannot elsewhere be equalled? What does it mean when Herbert Spencer af- 
firms that 'the ultimate ethics' of humanity will be those of Jesus rationally 
understood? What does it mean when Felix Adler declares that when Christ- 
ians live up to their religion there will be no need of lectures on ethical culture? 
What does it mean when Prince Bismark asks for social well-being nothing 
more than 'Christianity without phrases'? What does it mean when we find 
that every man, the skeptic and agnostic, as well as the Christian ♦ » • 
speaks with double confidence and satisfaction, when he finds that he can 
quote some saying of our Lord in support of his opinion? Why it means this: 
That while the mind of the present is overwhelmingly turned toward the 
person of Jesus Christ there is strange lack of respect for and confidence in the 
work and professions of the Church which claims to be His Body and to,i^»t- 
tern after him; and it means too, that if the Church will read the signs c 
times aright and turn her to (he faithful preaching of "the Gospel to every 
creature," and ministering sympathetically, lovingly and strenuously to the 
needs of "all sorts and conditions of men." "an hour of rich ingathering is at 
hand to be followed by many a long year of rich growth and development in all 
good things; and further it means that failing in this, the poor will be heathen- 
ized, the rich and well-to-do will be paralyzed by indifiference and unbelief, and 
the dry rot of spiritual deadness will eat out the life of the Church "which 
hath a name to live but is dead." 

O, brothers mine, let no inconsiderateness lead us to forget the field, the na- 
ture and the object of the Church's mission, and no glamour of success, so- 
called, blind us to the fact that the only true success in the Master's work con- 
sists in preaching "the Gospel to every creature." Jesus said of every man, 
"This is my brother," and of every woman. "This is my mother, my sister," 
and so the Church, if she would succeed in her divine mission, must see in 
every transcription of the divine Image, a brother, a sister, made like as we 
are. moved by the same impulses, overborn by the same sorrows, be|iet, and 
often overcome by the same temptations, struggling on towards the fuime glo- 
rious end, often falling by the way, yet sustained by the same bright h9'|>esaiid 
promises and redeemed by the same precious blood. I have read that In the 
terrible cyclone of the city of Louisville, a large building containing numy men, 
women and children, was blown in utter ruin to the ground. Immediately 
strong arms and brave hearts sprang to the work of saving such as might be 
alive from burning or suffocation in the debris of brick, wood and stone. Many, 
however, stood by. looking on and lending no helping hand. Suddenly a woman. 
pale, breathless, forced her way through the throng, and grasping one of the 
on lookers by the arm said, "John, John, your brother is down there, your 
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brother is down there!" With the speed of tbuui^ht he seized the first imple- 
ment at hand and worked with might and main for th^ rescue of the imperiled 
life. Why? Because his brother was dowu there. And so the Church must 
see her brother down there. Down thei'e in ignorance, down there in sin, yon 
in the wretched indecencies of the tenement house, out therein the still more 
shameful wretchedness of the street, living a life of both shame and want, per- 
chance, yonder in the great seething whirlpool of toil and speculation where 
the struggle for daily bread is ever on, and where bodies are weary and hearts 
do ache, aye, and up there on the hill of prosperity where perhaps there is 
neither want nor toil, but where that peace which the world cannot give, is 
vainly sought in the things which the world doth give. Yes, everywhere, in 
every sphere of life the Church must see the brother, the sister, for whom 
Christ died and be content with nothiug less than full and loving obedience to 
the command to ''preach the Gospel to every creature." 

To this work we are called. More than this I may not say. Of the many 
lUndrances which we meet in the peculiar moral and material conditions of the 
hge, of others, which, unfortunately, we make ourselves, I may not speak 
/urther than to say, that whatever repels, or drives or keeps our brother men 
away from the Church of God, should be removed, or reformed and perfected 
i! she draws and holds them fast with "the cords of a man," "the man Christ 
C If the financial methods which prevail, in any way prevent the 
preaching of **the Gospel to every creature," and none can deny that they do 
har the door to many who would otherwise enter, then let them give place and 
Speedily, to methods which while encouraging the poorest of the poor to give as 
Ood hath blessed them, will abolish, and forever, every vestige of a parochial 
p)lutocrHcy. If our Book of Common Prayer with its daily order so noble, up- 
lifting and devout to us. is beyond thousands of people to whom all ritual is 
strange, and if it be true that there are populations whom it repels rather than 
Attracts, then the lesson is, not that ritual and its reverential beauty should be 
laid Aside, but that there should be a large liberty and wisdom in its use, and an 
abundance of plain, simple services, adapted to the needs and circumstances of 
"all sorts and conditions of men." For, let us never forget, the Book of Com- 
mon Payer is itself intended to assist us in preaching "the Gospel to every 
creature," and that, even in the use of that venerable and sacred volume we 
should be ready to "become all things to all men, if by any means we may save 
some." This is our great work, our supreme work, to which all else is subsid- 
ary. * nd if this good work is done as Christ commanded it should be done, and 
as He commands it shall be done, all other good things will surely follow. 
The Apostles made Christians by the help and grace of God, and they made no 
elaborate liturgies at all. For ordinary worship they were content to use that 
worship of the synagogue to which the Jewish Christians are accustomed. But 
they preached the Gospel everywhere, and as the world was thus brought to a 
knowledge of the Lord Christ liturgies grew everywhere as the precious fruits 
of Christian devotion and faith. 80 it was then, so it will ever be. Only let 
there be no doubt of the nature and object of the work which this new province 
of the Kingdom of God is called to do. It is to worship God in the beauty of 
holiness, to make the King's daughtii'r all glorious within, to bring the beauty 
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of architecture, the beauty of painting, the beauty of music and the b( 
oratory to pay tribute 16, and honor Him who made and gave them all. 1 
to do all this, but first and foremost it is to * 'preach the Gospel to ever}' ci 
within sound of the Church's voice and within reach of her outstretch 
And so preach it that strength and comfort shall be given the weary an 
laden, and that fervid prayers shall be won from prayerless lips, that col 
shall be made to glow with love and fervent heat, that even the secula 
so-called, shall be made to feel and recognize its power, and that all ^ 
shall gladly turn to the obedience of the blessed rule of Christ. 

With this view of the Church's mission well in mind, let us addi 
selves to the solemn duty of making choice of one to lead us in the \ 
have to do. May the blessing of God so rest upon us. and may His Ho) 
so direct our counsels that he whom we shall choose to be numbered i 
Apostles shall be a true prophet of the present time; fearless, sympathet 
devoted, strenuous, large minded, larger hearted, patient, spiritual, sai 
touch with the present and in touch with the past; strong and uni 
mising in the faith, but yielding in trifles and for opinion's sake; loya 
Church of his ministry and love, but toleract of, and kindly disposed t 
without; a leader of msn, valuing fundamentals more than instruments 
ing in every man an image and likeness of God — and filled with holy 2 
resolute desire to "preach the Gospel to every creature."

The Second Annual Council of the Diocese of West Missouri, 
met in Grace Church, Kansas City, Tuesday, May 12, 1891. 

Morning Prayer was said at 10 o'clock a. m., by the Rev. Robert 
Talbot, assisted by the Rev. C. T. Brady. 

At 10 o'clock the Clergy entered the Church singing Hymn No. 
232. The Holy Communion was begun by the Rt. Rev. Daniel S. 
Tuttle, D. D., Bishop of Missouri. The sermon was preached by 
the Rev. Henry L. Foote, of Christ Church, St. Joseph, from the text 
**Saul, Saul, why persecutest thou Me?" Acts ix: 4. 

The Rt. Rev. Edward Robert Atwill, D. D., Bishop of the Dio- 
cese, was the Celebrant. The Rev. John \V. Birchmore was the 
Epistoler, and the Rev. J. H. Dunn was the Gospeler. 

The Post-Communion was said by the Rev. G. D. B. Miller, 
Chaplain of the Bishop of Missouri, and the Benediction was given 
by Bishop Atwill. 

Immediately after the service, the Council was called to order in 
Grace Church, and the Bishop appointed the Rev. M. M. Moore 
Secretary pro tetn. 

The Rev. John W. Birchmore and Mr. J. V. Ellard were appointed 
a Committee on the Credentials of Lav delegates. 

The credentials having been presented, the ('ouncil adjourned to 
meet in Grace Church Guild Hall at 2 o'clock r. m. 
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At 2 o'clock p. M., Bishop Atwill took the chair and called the 
Council to order. 

The Committee on Credentials having reported, on calling the 
roll it was found that a quorum of the Clergy and Laity was present, 
and the Council proceeded to organize.

Nominations for permanent Secretary w^ere made as follows : — 
Rev. J. K. Dunn, Mr. J. V. Ellard and Mr. N. W. Casey. 

Unanimous consent was given to dispense with the vote by orders, 
and a vote by ballot was taken.

Sec. 5. It shall l>e the duty of the Board to make an annual 
report of its proceedings to the Council, containing the names of the 
missions and missionaries withiil the Diocese ; a statement of its 
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receipts and disbursements, and of the churches contributing, an<] of 
the sums contributed ; and of such rules as the Board may have 
adopted ; together with whatever else may be deemed advisable to 
bring before the Council. 

Sec. 6. The Bishoj) may appoint a Clergyman to be the Arch- 
deacon of the Diocese, whose duties shall be to assist the Bishop in 
carrying on the missionary work, and whose salary shall be deter- 
mined and paid in the same manner as that of any other missionary. 

Sec. 7. The afternoon session of the second day of each Council 
shall be devoted to the missionary interests of the Diocese.

Jitvereud Brethren of the Clergy and Brethren of the Laity: 

Standing before you for the first time in our annual Council as 
your Bishop, I greet you, my brethren and fellow helpers in the great 
work committed to us, most heartily and affectionately. In our 
present relation we are almost untried and without a record, but the 
future opens before us full of such hope, promise, and possibilities 
that we must be careless, indeed, and idle, if we do not make a record 
to the glory of God, and build up in these parts the Church of Christ. 

Brethren, pray for us, as we do also for you, that the word of God 
may have free course and be glorified. 

ORiiAMZATION. 

The new Diocese of West Missouri was organized on June 3, 1890, 
at the Primary Convention, duly convened by lit. Rev. Daniel S. 
Tuttle, D. D., Bishop of Missouri. I was elected Bishop of West 
Missouri by the same Convention on June 4, and after a month of 
consideration, heart-searching, and prayer, persuaded that God was 
calling me through you, I announced my determination to come. 

PROVISIONAL KPISCOPATE. 

By resolution adopted in the Primary Convention, the Bishop of 
Missouri was requested to " take this Diocese under his provisional 
charge and authority, and to perform therein all the functions of the 
episcopal office which may be advisable or necessary until the conse- 
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cration of the new Bishop." Bishoj) Tuttle ent<?red at once upon the 
discharge of duties as Provisional Bishop, and performed the follow- 
ing episcopal acts :

One of our venerable and beloved clergy. Rev. Olcott Bulkley, 
after a brief illness, entered into rest on February 23. He died in 
the communion of the Catholic Church, in the confidence of a certain 
faith, in the comfort of a reasonable, religious and holy hope, in favor 
with God, and in perfect charity with the world. 

We have regretfully dismissed from the Diocese the following 
clergy : Rev. J. J. Wilkins, to the Diocese of Iowa ; Rev. L. 
Guerin, to the Diocese of Illinois ; Rev. John W. Higson, to the 
Diocese of Missouri ; Rev. William Shar]>, Jr., to the Diocese of 
Western Texas, and Rev. Fred Wood, to the Diocese of Nebraska. 

We welcome to the Diocese Rev. Seaver M. Holden, who is build- 
ing up most successfully, by God's blessing, the Church in Chilli- 
cothe; Rev. J. P. Lytton, whose ministrations in Blackburn and in 
adjacent towns have won for him many friends, and have brought 
new life into a discouraging field ; Rev. A. Kinney Hall, under whom 
the mission at Joplin has become a fruitful parish ; Rev. William 
Lucas, who is laboring most efticiently in Savannah and at St. Mark's, 
St. Joseph ; Rev. A. T. Sharpe, who has met with siich signal success 
in the new parish at Westport and in the mission on Independence 
Avenue, Kansas City; Rev. Cyrus T. Brady, already in the full 
career of success at Sedalia; Rev. Henry Duboc, who, although just 
arrived in Lexington, enjoys at this early day the favor and confi- 
dence of his people; and Rev. James Otis Lincoln, who is as yet 
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without a charge, hut of whom Bishop Doane says that ''his work in 
Whitehall, N. Y., was attendeil with verv unusual success, both in 
material and spiritual returns/' 

OBSERVATION'S UPON THE FIELD. 

No State is more unjustly maligned than Missouri. Here are 
the rich prairies for cereals, the Ozark hillsides for fruit, groves for 
beaut V, forests for timber, grazing: lands without blizzard or drouth, 
clay for brick, quarries of stone, onyx for the mantel-piece, kaoline 
for the vases, coal for the furnace, zinc and lead for the world. Hore 
is a kindly, honest, law-abiding, and often cultivated people. Here 
are superior schools, and as fair an opportunity to earn a moderate or 
even a large fortune as one should desire. Here is an opportunity to 
enjoy the fortune, amid friends well-bred and kindly. Here are 
opjK>rtunities to build magnificent estates, where the skill of the 
landsca}»e ganlener will easily produce delightful effects, for nature 
prepares the way; and here are opportunities, alas, too abundant, for 
those who love our branch of the Chun'h, to rescue it from ruin, or 
to give it life by sacrificing a }K>riion of the estate, or the fortune, or 
the luxuries, for its sake. For when we turn fr^>m the contemplation 
of this great State to our poor little Missions: when we remember 
that among l,3>>,5ol |>eople in the Diocese, the Church has only 
alK>ut 3,tj0i» communicants; when we note in every town of consi ler- 
able size srri^at educational institutions, and remember that we have 
not one; when we count in our sixtv counties our fortv-three Church 
buildings, some of them in bad repair; when we reflect that in tweuty- 
thn^t' oi our con irreirat ions there is not a Sundav-school, and that the 
children in the places without Sunday-sohvH>ls, have little^ if any, 
instruction in the Catechism or Pmver Book ; when we discover that 
eisihtt^u of the fiftv-two iK»int< nauuHl in the last Convention Journal 
a< parishes or missions have no ministrations, and that seven of the 
other conjjreirations have services onlv on out* Sundav in each month; 
when we ascrriaiu that uiidor enthusiasm tor the new Diocese, our 
numWrs and resourco for tlu- diooesan and missionarv funds were 
enthusiastically e^timatinK and that some sourws of revenue justly 
deeme-l reliaMi- are u^.r^^munorativt-; when we have all of these facts 
in our minds an-i givv them due c-'ii>ider:ition, then we have the 
pres<.nt f/*»>'.- '*.'*•';/? /'ir 'V ot v^iir Diive^t- l«T^iore us. And we uause a 
moiiier.t to iU-trrmiiie what sort of emotion we <hall entertain- Shall 
we iiive way to repining and lose heart? ]S.> ! We Wlieve that God 
IS witli u<, and -^.^iie with G*xl is always in the maH>ritv." We find 
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for our encouragement in these fallow fields abundant indications of 
adaptation of the soil to the germination and growth of true Church 
principles. 

I go, for example, into a town. I say: **IIow many families here 
are adherents of our Church?'' The reply is, perhaps "two or three." 
I go about. I find another family, and another — ten, twelve, fifteen 
families. A young lady has been away at school, and has come home 
with some love for the Praver Book. A business man has moved 
into the town, flis mother was an Episcopalian ; be would come if 
we had regular services. A prominent family has been waiting for a 
long time. They are weary of delay. They say: *'Send us an earn- 
est and godly minister and we will cast in all our intiucnce and energy 
with him, but we must go to church. If we are not to have our own 
s<*rvices, we will go elsewhere." I do not speak with approval of 
this view of duty; but I refer to these things in order to show one 
phase of the situation in this Diocese. That which is true in this 
one town is true also in many towns. It is a critical period in the 
history of our missions and feeble ])arishos. If we can send clergy- 
men to these places; if we can give the j)eo[)le regular services and 
establish Sunday-schools, I am confident that not only will our pres- 
ent congregations hold together, but many will come to us who only 
wait the opportunity. But if we are to do this thing, we must look 
for two or three years for the chief support of seven additional cler- 
gymen to the General Boanl of Missions, to our Diocesan Board, 
and to individual gifts from generous lovers of the Church, both 
within and without the Diocese. Give me « 3,000 a year for three 
years in addition to our present missionary appropriation, and I 
believe I could guarantee you, at the end of that time, a self-sup[>ort- 
ing Diocese and a marvelous examj>le of Church growth. This asser- 
tion is not made at random, but is the result of actual observation 
and computation. Not only are our quiet towns becoming more 
favorable to the doctrines and customs of our branch of the Church, 
but the towns in the soiitli counties are rapidly growing. The poj>u- 
lation of Aurora increased in ten vcars from vJoo to about 7.000. 
They are asking for the Cliiircli. Services have been held. Webb 
City, with its environs, has 10,000 people; a mission has been organ- 
ized. Joplin has !>,1>0!) people. Our mission there has become a 
parish. You are aware of the growth of Springfield, Cartilage, and 
Sedalia. Kansas City in three years will l)e growing and [)rospering 
as it was three years ago. Money expende<l here is well spent, and 
will create a center of strength and suj>ply, to the advantage of the 
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whole Diocese. What can be done here is easily illustrated. Con- 
tributions from Grace Church, the Diocesan Board, and the Bishop^s 
Purse enabled Dr. Mann to begin a mission on January 1. It has 
now become a Parish, owns and has improved a Church building, 
has fifty communicants, and has grown in every way surprisingly, 
under the faithful ministrations of Rev. A. T. Sharpe. 

A few citizens united with the Bishop in the formation of a Par- 
ish. Dr. and Mrs. Seward WebV>, of New Yr>rk, very generously 
gave me 1^1,200 to inaugurate the project ; other contributions were 
made by the parishioners. We are now negotiating for a lot, have 
fifty-two communicants, sixty-eight in the Sunday School, and have 
arranged for the building of a Church according to plans donated by 
Mr. James. 

A few dollars enabled us to open a Sunday School on Independ- 
ence Avenue. We have now enrolled sixtv-five scholars. St. Mark's 
Chapter of St. Andrew's Brotherhood have a Mission at Sheffield, 
which, under the guidance of Rev. Mr. Dunn, has rescued many from 
degradation to holiness and peace. Trinity has a Mission which is 
doing grand work among the children in the southeast part of the 
city. Grace has a Mission on the Boulevard that is gathering in 
many mothers and children. 

1 call your attention to the success of these efforts for Church ex- 
tension to show what can be done, and vou know that St. MarkV 
with ninety communicants, is only about two years old; Trinity, with 
about four hundred communicants, is only about eight years old. 

There can be no question concerning the opj)ortuuitie8 opened to 
us here in Kansas City and elsewhere throughout the Diocese. 

What shall we do then? Permit me to su^sjest what we should 
do and what we should pray for. 

First, we should determine, God helping us, to help ourselves to 
the utmost of our power, by self-sacriHce and thought and work, and 
thus to l)e co-workers with God in promoting the welfare of souls in 
this portion of His dominion. What can we give that we can give 
more to the Lord? This chiefly for the lay i)tM>ple of the Diocese! 

The self-sacrifice of the clergy will be for the nio^t part to enable 
them to abound more in labors. Each Hector and Missionary will 
go beyond the limits of his allotted taskfs to do a work of love for the 
Master in the next towns or in the next wards of his citv. 

The Bishop wants, to supplement the labors of the clergy, a corps 
of intelligent and godly lay readers. We have some now — God bless 
them for the good work they are doing in His name; but these are 
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laboring only in their own towns. We want a corps of Bishop^a lay 
readers — two or three men in Kansas City, in Springfield, Sedalia, 
and in other towns, licensed, prepared with a book of sermons, ready 
on any fitting occasion to make a plain address upon some religious 
subject. 

The Bishop, having a list of these approved men, and knowing 
that some Church in the Diocese would be without service on a cer 
tain Sunday, might write to one of them: "Blankville will be with- 
out services next Sunday, will you kindly go over and read for 
them?" 

So the Church might be kept alive, and might have the privilege 
of worship. 

And here let me say a word concerning the responsibility of 
those who are the little flocks, without shepherds, in our rural towns. 

If there is any gradation in the responsibility of Church people 
for allegiance and devotion to the Church, that responsibility in- 
creases in the same ratio as the number of Church people diminishes. 
If there are only two or three Church people in the village, they 
should meet on the Lord's day to read the service and to claim the 
blessing of Hinl who j)romise8 to be where two or three are gathered 
together. If there is only one child, he should be taught the use of 
the prayer book, the catechism, and be prepared for confirmation. 
The little band should keep in touch with the great Church of our 
fathers, beautiful in her songs of praise, holy in her rule of life, rev- 
erent in her worship, scriptural in her teachings, blessed in the gifts 
she has transmitted from the Master Himself through the ages all 
along, leading around and around the Master, but never far from 
Him in the circle of her Christian year, solemnizing each great event 
of life, from infancy to the tomb, in services whose beauty charms, 
and whose teachings bless all who hear them. Yes, be true, dear 
brethren, to the Church; be more faithful to her when she is desolate 
and has few to comfort her; be most true to her principles when you 
alone represent them! 

And when we have done all this; when the laity have, by self- 
sacrifice, given all they can; when the clergy in the field have multi- 
plied their labors ; when others have enlisted as lay readers ; and 
when the little shepherdless flocks have rallied about the standard of 
the Church, we will not yet be able to complete the work given us to 
do, unless we shall have for two or three years tjenerous fjifts from 
without the Diocest'. May (lod grant them to us, and enablo us to 
use them well. 
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methods of work. 

The auirressive work of the Chnreh seems to demand more than 
can be accompHsheii by the bishop, the parochial clergy, missiona- 
ries, and lay readers. So ranch of the bishop's time is necesarily 
occupied in the administration of the affairs of the Diocese, and the 
discharge of dutiei peculiar to his office, that he can not visit new 
places and weak jK)sts so often as to promote in them the be^t growih 
of the Church. Parochial clersrv have duties to their own cures; 
missionaries can not attend well to more than three or four congre- 
gations ; and lay readers can do the work of the clergy only in part. 
What can l>est supply the missing factor in diocesan life? There are 
three possible additions to the regular force of workers. 

The first is known as an Associate Mission, which, in its simplest 
fonu, is the establishment of two or three clergy at a central point, 
from whence they go out to found and buibl up the Church in a cer- 
tain region committed Xo their charge. In favor of this, it may be 
urired that three clererv can live more economically together than in 
separate towns. 2. They will encourage one another, and each will 
l>e stronger for work than if isolated in a small hamlet. 3. Younger 
clergy so associated, with an ex|»erienceil man at the bead of the 
establishment, may receive much valu.ible training and ^idance. 

The second possible addition to the working force is the Convo- 
cational Missionary, one for each convocation, taking charge under 
the bishop of all work not supplied by the clergy. In favor of this 
plan it may l)e said that the bishop is thereby supplied with two or 
three clergy without cures, whom he may send wherever he notes the 
nei*essity for special effort, and who will discover and report to him 
favorable oj^eniugs for the extension of the Church. 

The third resource is the aj^pointnient of a Bishop's Missionary or 
Archdeacon for the whole Diocese, receiviuij salarv from the mis- 
sionary funds, and an otticial of the Bishop's Church nominated or 
appointed by tlie Bishop, and working under his direction. 

Twenty-<ix of the l)ioce>es have such a general officer. Nineteen ^ 
call him general missionary, two eall him evangelist, and live call him 
archdeacon. The committee reporting to the last Convention of New 
Hainj»<hire say: ''As to the value of the work of an Archdeacon in 
Amerirau dioceses, your eonunittee tin«l that as with the work of the 
«lean or general missionary, where it has been faithfully and earnestly 
•b»ne, the work ha< been of great value. They do not find that the 
name Archdeacon has either very greatly assisted or hindered the 
missionary work of the diocese. They know of no diocese where the 
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use of the name has given rise to any dissatisfaction or hindered mis- 
sionary advancement in any wise, or promoted any ecclesiastical 
encroachment upon the rights of the clergy on the one side or the 
prerogatives of the Bishop on the other." 

Bishop Potter says : "The office of Archdeacon is of great and 
increasing help, and of demonstrated value admitted hy all." 

This matter will be brought before you in the report of the Com- 
mittee on Constitutions and Canons, and should receive your careful 
attention, as I doubt not it will. 



THE bishop's church. 



At a parish meeting of the people of the new St. George's parish, 
Kansas City, a resolution was ado])ted inviting me to take charge as 
rector, and to adopt the proposed building as the Bishop's Church. 
I accepted both invitations, because it seemed to me that I could 
thereby not only benefit the Church in Kansas City, but in the Dio- 
cese as well. 

For the suburbs of Kansas City we hereby establish a new ])ari?h 
in a neighborhood too distant frOm the other churches for convenient 
access to them, and so we bring the Church to our own people and to 
others who will become our own people if we come among them and 
open our doors with ^surance of welcome. 

For the Diocese we hope to provide a celUral parish where official 
acts of the bishop may be done, where he may receive visiting clergy, 
maintain a reverent and dignified standard of worship, and to which 
the clergy having diocesan duty may be attached. 

This Church, of course, can not be immediately the center of a 
true cathedral system. We do not now ask for diocesan legislation, 
nor for diocesan contributions. The time has not arrived for the 
erection of a costly cathedral. It will not arrive so long as our people 
in many towns have to worship in borrowed buildings, and the ag- 
gressive work of the Church in fairly large communities is languish- 
ing for want of money to revive and* maintain it. 

The Bishop will have a very modest little Church, but it will be 
his own, and will (although the wt>rk of the j)arish must be done 
chiefly by his assistants) establish between him and a portion of his 
diocese those pastoral ties which a bishop always longs for however 
he may love his many friends in many j)arislies. 

DKX'ESAN SCHOOLS. 

Our public schools in Kansas City an<l throughout the State are 
excellent ; we have no word to say against them. But many ])arents 
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very wisely desire to give their children 8ui)erior advantages in insti- 
tutions where they will receive not only instructions, but also culture . 
in manners, religion, and in all that goes to make a devout, refined, 
and vigorous character. We have no school within the diocese 
wherein during their tender years our children and youth will be 
exposed to the influences, associations, and teachings of our branch 
of the Church. They are sent to institutions where they not only 
receive no such instruction and acquire no such churchly habits, but 
are molded by foreign influences, and in danger of being poisoned by 
prejudice ; consequently, we are not only losing the positive influence 
of young men and young women, returning to their homes from 
school, trained in the ways of the Church, and filled with love for her 
institutions ; but we are sending our children to seminaries, from 
•which they return to their homes either indifferent or hostile to the 
Church. We should have in one of our beautiful and healthful towns 
a school for boys, in another a school for girls, or we will build both 
institutions at Lin wood, if God will put it into your hearts to provide 
the moans. Think of these schools, brethren, when you make your 
wills, if vou do not take the bettor course and become vour own ex- 
ocutors. What a magniflcent monument is a school for the religious 
education of youth, from whose chapel will rise toward heaven the 
praises of unnumberod generations, and from whose halls will go 
forth those who are trained not only in business, literature, or sci- 
vnoo, but in that which sanctities them all — the knowledge and the 
lovo of Itod.

If this plan meets with favor , in the Council, I would suggest 
that a committee be appointed to further it, and also a librarian. 



ALL saints' hospital. 

This is practically a Diocesan institution ; the Bishop of the 
Diocese is President of the Board of Directors, and churchmen con- 
trol the management. Our people should have an interest in its 
affairs, and contribute liberally to its support. 

public oatkchisin<;. 

Can we not revive the time-honored custom of catechising the 
children in the church at least once each month at a public service? 
Children of our Sunday-schools need instruction and acquaintance 
with the Prayer Book. As one approaches many of our parish 
churches for the morning service he quite commonly meets a troop of 
children going, not to church, but to their homes. They seldom go 
to service, and are unaccustomed to public worshij). It is possible 
for them to go to Sunday-school under our present system of instruc- 
tion and learn little of the teachings of the Church or of the full 
meaning of the catechism, and nevertheless it would be difficult to 
find a better foundation of doctrine and of holy living than is con- 
tained in this book. It is, indeed, in itself uninteresting, for it i^ a 
mere compendium ; but every sentence may be made the theme for 
useful instruction that is neither dry nor tiresome, and no modern 
method of instruction has improved uj)on this ancient method of 
imj)arting knowledge. George Herbert said in his day: "This is 
an admirable way of teaching, wherein the catechist will at length 
find delight, and by which the catechiser, if he once get the skill of 
it, will draw out of ignorant souls even the deep and dark points of 
religion. Socrates did this in philoso])hy, who held that the seeds of 
all truths lay in everybody, and accordingly, by questions well 
ordered, he found philosof>hy in silly tradesmen. That position will 
not hold good in Christianity, because it contains things above 
Nature ; but after the catechism is once learned, that which Nature 
is toward philosophy, catechising is toward divinity." Quaint old 
George Herbert I Wise old George Herbert I May his words sink 
deej) in our minds, and bring forth fruit in much bright, winning, and 
wholesome catechising of our youth in the things they should know 
and believe to their soul's health. 



4G BISUOP-S ADDRESS. 

TREPARATION OF CANDIDATES FOR CONFIRMATION. 

I do not desire to preach to my dear brethren, the Reverend 
Clergy, in this first address, but I must say some things that have 
been revealed to me more impressively than ever before by my 
observations among our people, especially in vacant parishes and 
missions. Church men and church women come into our Missouri 
towns from many states and from many lands. Without a pastor, 
without a guide or a service, they are thrown upon their own 
rt*sources. Then thev need ** reasons for the faith that is in them,*" 
principles to guide them, and intelligent devotion to their Churi'h. 
Amid the lamentable ignorance and slack allegiance of many, we find 
hero and there a few whose thorousrh training; has created in them a 
sound, unwavering, and healthful rhurchmanship. These are true 
exponents of the Church among j>eople who have never witnessed one 
of our services, and who wonder what we are. It is important, thei^ 
fore, that we should urge upon our young people the duty of Con- 
firmation. F'or their own sake, and for the sake of those among 
whom they will rt»present the Church, we should send forth our can- 
didates well groundeii in the faith, and well furnished with knowledge. 
The season of preparation preceding the visitation of the Bishop is 
the springtime of spiritual husbandry. 

C A N i> X I C A L COL LF.CT 1 XS. 

Vou will no doubt adopt Canon XX of the proposed Canons, or 
some like Canon tUrecting that i^rtain annual offerings shall be made 
thn.Mjghout the Diocese, and that offerings for Diocesan Missions shall 
Ih» made quarterly. Strict oKniience to this Canon is important 
Kvery loyal clergyman and Parish or Mission will regard the requiw»- 
menls of the Canons as of unquestionable obligation, and an especial 
conuuunication fr\>m the Bishop as an or^ier from Headquarters. I 
feel bound to say this, l>eoause very few Parishes appear to have 
taken the Canonical collections, and a request from the presiding 
Bishop, seconded by a communication from your own Bishop, for a 
special offering for our general missionary work on the third Sunday 
after Kasicr, was ijcnerallv disn^srarvleti. 

ci ui ic N\ oKsmr. 

I find genera U\ an\oug our Parishes a very commendable degree 
ot' roNorence, v»r\lcr, aiul dcvoutness in the public services of the 
iMwjrx^h, but muWr our new iiWrtv in the us<» of the Praver Book 
tiure IS a great diversity of prAv^tioo, and with all deference to the 
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judgment of my brethren, I think we should try to arrive at a more 
uniform use for the Diocese, and that we should guard against too 
severe abbreviation of the services lest we have impoverishment 
rather than enrichment. 

There are differences of opinion regarding ritual observances and 
wide divergence in the practice of the clergy, but these differences 
are seldom of serious importance, and delightful harmony prevails. 
We cannot anticipate very soon, if ever, an unvarying ritual; but we 
should endeavor, I think, to approximate it by conforming to some 
dignified and edifying usage well within the limits defined by the 
branch of the Church to which we have sworn allegiance and 
obedience. 

More serious considerations, however, press upon us now. The 
existence of our Church is at stake in many towns ; men are wander- 
ing from the faith, neglecting the Holy Communion, confirmation, 
baptism, and even public worship. Children for whose souls we are 
responsible are growing up in spiritual ignorance. The great mass 
of the poor and of the colored people in Kansas City, 8t. Joseph, 
and elsewhere are not being gui<led in the way of righteousness and 
peace. Our first care is to persuade people to believe and to do 
things that are necessary within the limits of loyalty to the Church. 
Whatever helps this work is good ; whatever hinders it is evil. 



THE *'<'HUKriI NEWS." 

This paper has been adopted by Convention as the ofiicial organ 
of the Diocese. The time will come, no doubt, when we will have 
our own paper published in Kansas City. But, for the j»resent, we 
are willing to have our news letter bound up, as is our interest and 
our love, with that of the old Diocese. Will you please remember 
that the Bishop and our diocesan ofiicers have only these pages for 
their announcements of what they have done, proj>ose to do, and wish 
to be done? Will every one make an effort to extend its circulation? 
We wish every family might have it, for very often we will have 
communications and requests to make that concern you all, and we 
can not write a separate letter to each one. The clergy may use il, 
if they choose, as a parish paper, saying through it to their own ])eo- 
ple whatever they wish to say. It might be well, I think, for 
Council to recognize some one as our diocesan editor, who would 
gather news from the whole Diocese and act as our agent in extend- 
ing the circulation.

Report of the Registrar of the Diocese of West Missouri Made to 

THE Bishop and the Council May 18, 1891. 

The Registrar reports that soon after his appointment by the Primary Conven- 
tion, he received from the Rt. Rev. George De N. Gillespie, Bishop of Westeru 
Michigan, a box of the Journals of Conventions in various Dioceses, together witk^ 
a letter from Bp. Gillespie expressing his wish to give a beginning to the collectior:*- 
of Church documents to belong to the new Diocese. 

The number of the documents and Journals is 324, from 61 Dioceses. Som^^ 
of them are Journals of Dioceses that were subsequently divided.

Report of Committee on Missions. 



Your Committee deeply realizes the great needs of the Missionary work of the 
Diocese, as set forth iu the Bishop's address, and believes that the present, rather 
than a few years henc«, is the time for West Missouri to make a missionary t€n- 
strike. 

Our district is growing each year and must not be permitted to wholly outstrip 
us. VYe manifest a true faith in the Great Head of the Church, not by that ultra 
cautiousness which sits idle waiting for God to do for us, what he has given us to 
do for Plim, but rather by rising up to strike the blow in His name, confident tbtt 
He will make the blow effective, spiritually and financially. 

We have got to do this work on the same principle that builds a railroad; we 
liave got to risk something, and with the promise of our Master, and the history of 
the Gliurch behind us, it is not '*goiug it blind-* in this matter to undertake sone 
work with no other security than our Master's promise of success. 

Your Committee would recommend^ that the Council take whatever steps may 
be necessary to enal)le the Bishop to secure tlie services of an Archdeacon or Gen- 
eral Missionary for the Diocese, to be called by whatever name we may elect, and 
to be under the direction of the Bishop for work in the Diocese. We believe that 
such a missionary would prove more than self-supporting; that he would be a 
financvtl a,s well as spiritual benefit to the Diocese. 

We further recommend that the parishes enjoying the regular ministrations of 
settled clergymen, offer to the Bishop the services of their parish priest for one 
Sunday in each (luarter, to be used for such missionary work as the Bishop may 
designate. 

We further urge upon the delegates from Parishes and Missions, that however 
hard times may seem, and however many difficulties may beset the Parish or MiS" 
sion, they at least stand firm to t^e ground of last year, and let not their pledges 
fail below that mark. **Speak unto the children of Israel that they go forward," 
must be our watchword, whatever seemingly impassable sea lie before us* 

And as in the olden times, so now, we can only cross the sea of financial em- 
barrassment by stretching out our own hands and rods. 

Many of our parishes are, perhaps, entangled in the land ; but to turn back- 
ward is only to face a worse evil than our present difficulty. Now Is the time we 
need our ])Iuck. It is worth more to us to make a supreme effort and a rash daring 
of faith just now, than it will be some years hence when we have grown stronger 
and richer to give more abundantly without effort or daring. 

We have before us an issue which grows larger every day. Let us all face 
that issue to-day with both hands in the purse, ratlier than on the purse. **Go ye 
into all the world ;" and *io ! I am with you always." 

It is ours to undertake — the Master's to make the undertaking pay. **He that

APPENDIX No. 16. 

Report of Committee on Sunday Schools. 

The Committer on Sunday Schools desire to express their sense of the im- 
IH>rtance of the subject of their consideration, especially as the Bishop of the 
Diocese has called attention to the fact that no less than two-thirds of our congre- 
gations (in the Diocese) are, probably owing to local causes, without Sunday 
Schools. 

Whatever our opinion of the Sunday School, it is too iminirtant a factor in 
Christian and Church work for the subject to l)e casually ]>assed by. The Sunday 
School should be regarded not simply as a 'Miurser>' for the Church,-* but as a part 
of the Church, an actual component of Church work, and as such, worthy of atten- 
tion by all who desire the welfare and proHiM*rlty of the Church. 

And, while it is not possible to enter fully into the consideration of the subject 
in a brief report, the Committee venture's to make a few suggestions as to obvious 
needs. 

1. Being a part of Church work, the Sunday School should be under the ac- 
tual supervision of the Rector, either with or without such lay assistance— includ- 
ing that of a competent Assistant Superintendent — as he may be able to obtain. 

2. The Interest of the older members of the congregations should b • esi)e- 
cially turned towards the Sunday Sch(x>l: attendance ui>on its sessions urged ui»on 
them, and they should l>e taught to regard its expenses as a part of the necessary 
exi>enditure8 of the Parish. 
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8. Scholars in the Sunday School should be classified very much ai» in the 
public schools— on the principle of grades. 

4. The primary department should, if possible, have a room separate from 
the older scholars, and its teachers should be of animated disposition, and able to 
sing. 

5. All departments of the Sunday School should be well grounded in the 
Bible, the Catechism, collects and instruction of the Church. The Prayer Book 
should be more or less used in the Sunday School in order to familiarize the 
scholars with the worship of the Church, and they should be induced if possible to 
attend regularly one or more of the Church Sunday services. This last point is a 
difficult one to accomplish, but should be borne in mind, in order to prevent the 
Sunday School being made a substitute for Church ser>'ice8. 

6. Teachers' meetings should be encouraged, and teachers should meet weekly 
for study of the lesson under the Rector. This is a matter of great importance. 

7. Parents should be induced to co-operate in Sunday School work by assist- 
ing their children in the study of their lessons, and by recjuiring them to regularly 
attend every Sunday, except when hindered by urgent necessity. 

8. The music of the Sunday School should be of a bright and cheerful char- 
acter, not omitting the grand old hymns and chorals of the Church. 

9. Last but not least, constant effort should be made to retain the oldei' 
scholars, especially the young men, who with the pride of their age so oftei> 
wander away, and are lost to the Church — in the Sunday School and Bible class -^ 
and to lead them on to Coufirniatiou and the Holy Communion.

CONSTITUTION OF THE CHURCH 

IN THE DIOCESE OF WEST MISSOURI. 



ARTICLE I. 

The title of this Church shall be: The Church in the 

r)iocESE OF West Missouri. And the jurisdiction thereof, as .'^l*^! *°**

Before 
the opening of each Council he shall prepare and hand to the Secretary a list of 
all Parishes and Missions delimiuent in the full payment of dues, assessments, or 
other charges imposinl by order of the Council, and the liability, if any, incurred 
by said delinquency, and if, in consequence of this, the Parish or Mission shall 
not be entitled to representation, he shall state the fact, and the name of thesaM 
Parish oV Mission shall be omitted by the Secretary in calling the roll for the pre- 
sentation of the certilicates of Lay Delegates. 

Skc. 'i. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer t<i collect from any predecessor 
in office, or from his estate, any balance due from such predecessor. He shall 
be subject to the direction of the Standing Conunittee in relation to the mode and 
place of depositing the funds received by him. and the manner of paying them 
out: and his accounts and books shall at all times Ih* subject to the ius|»ectioDOf 
the Standing Conimitte<\ or any two niemliers thereof. His accounta shall be 
rendered annually to tlie Council, and shall be examined by a committee Vp- 
])ointe<l for that puriK)se, who shall rep«)rt on the sumt» to that Coimcil. 

Skc. S. Th<» Treasurer shall annually set aside fmm the funds of the 
Diocese one dollar for each Clergyman canonically re>ident in the Diocese, as a 
fund to meet the as<esMiu>nt of the (leneral Convention made upon the Dlocese 
for Its exjM'Uses.

He shall 
also collect and preserve such materials as can be obtained relative to the history 
of the Diocese, and of particular Parishes and Missions, and shall catalogue and 
classify all books, documents and papers in his possession so as to make their con- 
tents accessible for reference. 

Sec. 2. The Registrar shall annually report to the Council, showing, with 
SQch detail as may be expedient the condition of the records under his charge, 
with such suggestions as he may deem pro)>er concerning their preservation, 
arrangement and increase. 

Sec. S. The Council may annually make such appropriation for the official 
expenses of the Registrar as it may deem neeilful. 

CANON VI. 

The Secretary of the Standing Committee shall 
keep regular minutes of all pn)ceedings and business of the Stand- of the stand- 
ing Committee; preserve them carefully in a book to Ik* provided ini; Committee, 
for that purpose alone; preserve the originals of all letters and 
papers addressed to the Committee; attest their public acts; perfonn such other 
duties as they may retjuire; and faithfully deliver into the hands of his successor, 
all books, papers, letters, and other documents relative to the concerns of the 
Standing Committee which may have been entrusted to liim. 

The Standing Committee may make such regulations for the pur- 
pose of conducting its business as It shall think proper, provided that such regu- 
lations shall not be at variance with the Constitution and Canons of this Diocese, 
orof the General Convention; and In addition to their usual duties, they shall have 
power to make drafts on the Treasurer for all money appropriated by the Council, 
whose payment Is not othen^'ise regulated, and such drafts shall always be signed 
by the President or Secretary' of the Committee.

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Board. During any vacancy in the Episcopate or inability of the Bishop to act, 
the Board shall have power to appoint Missionaries. 

Sec. 8. The Board shall have power to elect from its members, a Chairmaa 
pro tern, in the absence of the Bishop ; to appoint its own Secretary and Treasurer ; 
to fill vacancies during the recess of the Council ; to make by-laws and roles, 
and to do all such other acts as may l>e needful to carr>' out the office and trust 
conferred upon it. 

Sec. 4. The Board shall distribute the moneys coming into its hands in 
equitable proportions among such of the Missionaries of the Diocese as, in its 
judgment, stand in need of the same. 

Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of the Board to make an annual report of its 
proceedings to the Council, containing the names of the Missions and Mis- 
sionaries within the Diocese, a statement of its receipts and disbursements, and of 
the Churches contributing and the sums contributed, and of such rules as the 
Board may have adopted, together with whatever else may be deemed advisable 
to bring before the Council.

Sec. 2. Such application having been consented to by the Standing Commit- 
«e, the Bishop shall consider the same, and, if in his Judgment the interests of 
he Church will be promoted thereby, he shall have power to grant the prayer of 
he petitioners. But he shall not deny such prayer on the ground that petitioners 
propose to erect or to have their place of worship within said distance of land

All appli- 
cations within six months of the time of the meeting of the Council shall be made 
directly to the Council, and it shall be lawful, if it seem best, for any application 
to be referred to the Council for its action. On evidence that the change of name 
lias been thereafter consummate<l under the laws of the State, the same shall be 
altere<i acc*ordingly on the roll of the Council. 

CANON XII. 

Section 1. On Monday in Easter week in each year, afu^r 
Of the Election due notice publicly given on an occasion of Divine worship, the

. *" ^.^^ such an hour as the Rector and Vestrj- may determine and express 
in the notice of said meeting, to elect a Vestry, and to transact such 
other business as may i>e brought l>efore them. At such meeting the Rector, or 
Minister in charge, if he be present, shall preside, and the polls shall be kept open 
for the space of two hours at least. The right of challenge shall be admitted, and 
when a challenge is made the Secretary of the Parish meeting shall keep the record 
of such challenge and cause, and reference shall be made to the Bishop, whow de- 
cision in the matter shall lie final. The Vestry shall consist of not less than three 
nor more than thirteen male members, the number to be determined by the Parish 
meeting for each year; prodded, however, that notice of any proposed change of 
an existing number shall he duly given at least thirty days previously by thepe^ 
son officiating at a regular Sunday service. They shall be baptized persons, and 
they shall not be under suspension as communicants, but no suspended communi- 
cant who shall have apjiealed to the Bishop to remove such suspension shall be 
disqualified, either as a Vestryman or as an elector, until the Bishop has passed 
upon such an appeal, and sustained the suspension. 

Sec. 2. The electors shall be communicants, of full age — that is, not less 
than twenty-<me for males and eighteen for females — and who have been enrolled 
as communicants in the Parish for not less than six [months prior to the day of 
election, and who are not under suspension; and of such other baptized persons, of 
like age, as may have regularly contributed to the support of the Parish for the fall 
six months next preceding the day of election; the evidence of such contributioi 
shall be the testimony of the Wardens, or the Treasurer of the Parish. 

Skc. 3. it shall ha the duty of the Rector, or Minister in charge, or, in case 
of his absence, of the Secretary of the Parish meeting, to call the Vestry together 
as soon thereafter as possible, to organize, at which meeting, as at all other meet- 
ings of the Vestr>', the Rector, or Minister In charge, shall preside, when present 
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Sec. 4. From their number the Rector, or Minister in charge, shall appoint a 
Senior Warden, and the Vestry shall elect a Junior Warden, both of whom shall 
be communicants, one of whom shalj preside in the absence of the Rector, or Min- 
ister in charge, the Senior Warden taking precedence. They shall also elect a 
Secretary and a Treasurer. 

Sec. 5. The Vestry shall continue in office until their successors are ap- 
pointed. Vacancies occurring during the year may be filled by the remaining 
number. But the persons so elected shall possess all the qualifications for the 
office. 

Sec. 6. The duties of the Vestry shall be to talce charge of the property of 
the Parish; to attend to and regulate, with business-like exactness and prompti- 
tadCt all its temporal concerns; to provide for the support and prompt payment of 
its Rector; and in case of his death or resignation, with the advice and consent of 
the ecclesiastical authority, to supply his place as soon as possible; and in general 
to act as helpers to the Minister in whatever is appropriate to Lajnnen for the 
fartherance of the Gospel and the building and strengthening of the Parish. But 
be it understood always, that the ser\'ices, worship, and spiritual concerns of the 
Parish are under the exclusive control and direction of the Minister, in suliordina- 
tion to the ecclesiastical authority and laws of the Diocese. It is hereby declared 
to be the duty of all persons who may be honored by their fellow-parishioners with 
the office of Vestrymen, and who thus become representatives of the Parish, u» 
faithfully endeavor to be worthy exemplars in all Parish work and duty, and in 
attendance upon the services of the Church. 

Sec. 7. Each Vestry shall determine the days on which it shall hold its 
Ml^ar meetings, and may be assembled in special meeting on call of the Minister 
or Mt Uie written call of three members thereof. If any member of the Vestrj- 
shall abMMt himself from three consecutive regular meetings of the Vestry, of 
which due aotico has been given, and without satisfactory reasons given to the 
Mkiister, he shall be considered as havlni; abandoned bis office, and the remaining 
members shall at onot etoct some one to fill the vacant office. Notice of all meet- 
ings of the Vestry shall be given by the Secretary-, in writing, or publicly by the 
person officiating at some senrloe preceding the meeting. 

Sec. 8. It shall be the duty of the outgoing Vestry, at each annual meeting 
of the Parish, to make a full written m\fon of the temporal condition of the 
Parish, in every particular. The outgoing Vestry shall also make suoh sugges- 
tions, through its Wardens, as it may deem wise and helpful to the Parish, and as 
may conduce to the increase of zeal and devotion of the people. 

Sec. 9. Special Parish meetings may be called by the Rector, or other |)erson 
in charge, on his own motion, or shall l>e called on the written request of three 
memliers of the Vestry, or on the written re<iuest of ten members of the Parish, of 
full age, not l>eing Vestr}'men. Due notice of such special meetings shall be given 
at the principal services on the two Sundays preceding the time designated for 
such meetings in the notice. All voters at such meetings shall i>ossess the ({ualifi- 
cations required by Section 2 of this Canon. 

Sec. 10. Nothing in this Canon shall l>e construed to interfere with the pro- 
visions of any existing act of incorporation of any Parish. 
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Sec. 11. It shall be the duty of the Secretary of everj* Vestr>' to keep a copy 
of the Constitution and Canons of this Diocese with his Minute Book, and to malte 
himself sufficiently familiar with the laws of the Church bearing upon Vestry and 
Parochial V matters so as to Instruct the Vestry or Parish meeting thereupon when- 
ever necessity shall require.

every Minister, in charge of a Parish or Mission, or in the absence 
of a Minister, of the Warden, or some one appointed by the Vestry for that pur- 
pose, to faithfully and promptly record in such Register all the particulars 
required to be so reconled. 

Sec. 2. The Parish Register shall specify the name, time and place of birth 
of each person baptized, with the names of parents, sponsors, or witnesses; the 
names and conditions of persons married, and the place where the marriage was 
solenmlzed ; the names and ages of persons buried ; and also the time when each 
rite was performed, and the signature or name of the Minister performing the 
rite. It shall also contain a list of the names of all persons confirmed in the 
Parish or Mission, giving their ages, and a carefully kt* pt list of all the communi- 
cants of the Pariah, with incidents of additions, removals, deaths, discipline, and 
change of name by marriage. It shall also contain a list of the families and indi-^ 
viduals not in families in the Parish, so far as practicable. 

Sec. 8. In making a Parochial report for the Bishop annually, the records 
made In acconlance with the preceding section, together with all other information 
re(iuired by the Bishop, shall be given according to the forms provided by the 
Canon on forms. The financial reports of the Parish or Mission shall be made by 
the Wardens thereof. 

Sec. 4. Whenever a Clergyman shall perform any service In a Parish or 
Mission which he has not in charge, the records required by the Canons of the 
General Convention and of this Diocese shall be made in the Register of that 
Parish or Mission, but if the acts performed shall l)e beyond the limits of any 
Parish or Mission where there Is a Register, then they shall lie recorded In the 
Register of the Parish or Mission of which he has charge, and the record shall 
state where the acts were performe<l. But if the acts shall be performed by any 
Minister who has no regular Cure, and beyond the limit<» of any Parish or Mission, 
then he shall re|)ort all ministerial acts so perfonned, in writing, to the Bishop, 
which report shall be a complete statement of the acts as if recorded in a Parish 
Register. 

Skc. 5. It shall be tlie duty of every Minister of this Diocese to Issue to the 
parties concerned a certificate of the administration of the rites of baptism, con- 
firmation and marriage, in the Parish or Mission under the charge of said 
Minister. 

Sec. 6. All Parish, Mission and other reports required to be made to the 
Bishop or the Council shall embrace the time from May 1st to May Ist; and the 
Secretary of the Council shall send out the canonical blanks for such reports not 
less than ten days prior to May Ist; and the said reports shall be made and sent 
in not later than ten d.tys after the said <iate.

Third, To audit, before the date fixed for the annual meeting of 

the Council, the reports of the various Treasurers whose duty it is to report to the 

Council, and to examine the balances and the value of the investments, and to 

report such recommendations as they may deem fit with reference thereto.

Section 1. Every Parish and Mission in the Diocese shall be 
annually assessed for Diocesan purposes, and the money obtained 
by such assessment shall be called the "Diocesan Fund." 

Sec. 2. At each stated meeting of the Council a committee shall be appointed 
for the purpose of assessing upon the Parishes and Missions of this Diocese, sev- 
erally, an amount to be paid by them for the support of the Episcopate, and to 
meet the contingent expenses of the Council and the Diocese. 

Sec. 3. It is hereby matle the duty of the Treasurer of the Diocese to notify 
the Warden or Parish Treasurer of eveiy Parish and Mission ten days before the 
middle of each quarter that a fourth of such annual assessment will be due on 
such a date, and to request prompt payment of the same. If such quarterly pay- 
ment be not received within five days after it shall be due, then the Treasurer shall, 
over his own signature, urgently reciuest from the authorities of the delinquent

Sec. 2. Offerings shall be made quarterly by all the Parishes and Missions 
of this Diocese for Diocesan Missions; provided, however, that such Parishes and 
Missions as shall annually pledge a specific amount for Diocesan Missions shall be 
left to their own methods of collecting such amounts from the people, but they 
shall remit to the proper Treasurer quarterly payments to redeem their pledges. 

Sec. 8. It is hereby made the duty of the Secretary of the Council to give at

Sec. 7. If on the day named in the precept, and within three hours of the 
time named, or if at any subsequent stage of the proceedings t)efore the selection 
of the Triers, the accused fails to appear, or to show cause for his failure satlsfa^ 
tory to the Bishop, the presentment may be taken as confessed, and sentence may 
be passed by the Bishop accordingly with the consent and approval of the Clerical 
Members of the Standing Committee. If none of the presenters appear, or show 
cause for Sdch failure satisfactory to the Bishop, the latter may either dismiss the 
presentment, or appoint representatives for the presenters, as in his dl!scretion ap- 
pears l)est; prorided, the Bishop may, for cause satisfactory to himself, renew the 
precept or extend the time for appearance to such date as he deems best, of which 
change all parties shall be promptly notified. 

Sec. 8. Upon the appearance of the parties, or at any time before the em- 
mencement of the talcing of testimony, the accused may, if he so desires, confess 
in writing the truth of the whole or any part of the presentment, whereupon the 
Bishop may set the matter down for hearing as to such parts as are not confessed; 
or may set the whole presentment for hearing; or with the consent and approTal 
of the Clerical members of the Standing Committee may pass Judgment upon the 
part confessed and dismiss the remainder, as in his discretion shall appear just.

Skc. 9. If the accused demand a trial, or refuse to confess to the truth of the 
whole, or any part of the presentment, or stands mute, and the Bishop considers a 
trial advisable, he shall require the accused to proceed to trial thereon; whereupon 
the accused may present any objections he may have to the form of presentment, 
and the same shall be determined by the Bishop, who may permit any amendments 
or quash and dismiss the whole or any part of the presentment, to the end that the 
same shall fully conform to the requirements of presentments as set out in Section 
4, of this Canon. The decision of the Bishop on the sufficiency of the presentment 
shall be final, subject to his own right of review on a motion for rehearing at the 
conclusion of the trial ; nor shall the Triers have power to hear, pass upon, or 
determine any questions as to the sufficiency of the preseritment, nor permit any 
change therein or amendment thereof, except for the correction of clerical error* 
or dates or names, or matters not affecting the merits of the case or substance of 
the charge. 

Sec. 10. Upon the presentment being duly settled, as above, the Bishops 
with the concurrence of the Standing Committee, shall list the names of nU*^ 
qualified Presbyters entitled to seats in Council, from whom three Triers shall ^^ 
selected. 

No Presbyter who is of kin to either the accused or any of the presented''*' 
within the fourth degree of consanguinity or affinity, or who is to be a witness ^^ 
the cause, or who is a member of the Standing Committee, or who has formed ^* 
expressed an opinion concerning the matter, or as to any material fact in cont*^^^ 
versy, or as to the guilt or inncx^euce of the accused, which opinion may Influeu^ 
the judgment of such Clergyman, shall be a competent Trier in the cause or list^^ 
as such; provided, that the opinion formed or expressed must be one based o^ 
more than mere rumor or newspaper rei)ort. 

Sec. 11. After nine (lualified Presbyters have been thus selected, the Bishop 
shall immediately summon the parties to meet at a certain time and place, ai*^ 
pn'sent to them the list of names selected as above. The accused may chaileDl>^ 
peremptorily three of them, and the presenters may together challenge p^^ 
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emptorily three others; the presenters announcing their challenge first The three 
lemahiing shall constitate the Triers of the cause, and the Bishop, giving at least 
ten days* notice, shall summon them and the parties to the cause to meet at a des- 
ignated time and place, in his presence. If any challenges are waived, the first 
three remaining on the list shall be the Triers. 

Sec. 12. Having thus assembled, the three Triers shall sign an affirmation 
that they will well and truly try the cause on the presentment made, and a true 
verdict render according to the rules and usages of the Church. 

The Triers shall appoint some discreet person. Lay or Clerical, a communicant 
of the Church, possessed of the qualifications of a Trier, except that he need not 
be a Clergyman, or member of the Committee, as Commissary, to hear, take down 
or cause to be taken down, all competent and relevant testimony the accused and 
the presenters may otter under the presentment. No Trier, after being duly selec- 
ted, shall be present at the taking of any part of the testimony; nor, pending the 
taking of the testimony, discuss the merits of the cause or of any fact material 
thereto, or permit the same to be presented to or discussed with him, or In his 
presence. The Triers shall also prescribe the order and time within, and place or 
places at which the testimony shall be taken by the Commissary. They shall then 
^joum to meet at such time and place as shall be afterwanl designated by the 
Commissar>'. 

Sec. 18. The Commissary, giving each party at least ten days' notice of the

Sec. 15. The accused and presenters may 1h* n»present4*d by counsiM iM'foic 

'^he Bishop, the Triers and Commissar>* at all steps of the proceedings after the 

approval of the presentment by the Bishop; but no counsel not a communicant of 

^^Jie Church shall be heard — and the Bishop, Triers and Commissary may limit the 

'tiiiDe of argument, and shall have power to regulate all matters of detail in pro- 

<3eedlng8 before them, so as to conduce to the orderly, decent and spe<»(ly hearing 

of the case. All trials for alleged immorality or viciousness of life, and hearing of 

*^fstimony therein, shall be conducted in private, unless the Bishoi> otherwise orders. 
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Sec. 16. At the conclusion of the hearing, the Triers, having duly considered 
the evidence, shall, before final adjournment, render such verdict, and recommend 
to the Bishop such judgment or sentence as from the facts and under the ConsUto- 
tion. Canons, Laws and Usages of the Church, will be right and proper; and shall 
reduce the same to writing, sign it and deliver it to the Bishop, together with all 
the testimony taken, and a full report of their action on all objections to the testi- 
mony, and a synopsis or memorandum of all proceedings before them. 

Sec. 17. Upon receipt of the verdict and judgment, the Bishop shall cause a 
copy thereof to lie delivered to the accused and the presenters, and shall notify 
them to appear before him at a time and place designated by him and show cause 
if any either has, why the verdict and judgment should not stand, and be carried 
into effect. 

Sec. 18. Upon the day named, either or both parties may appear and show 
cause before the Bishop for or against the venlict and judgment, or either. The 
Bishop shall have power to hear said appeal, and shall examine the testimony and 
proceeilnigs in the cause; and may grant a new trial, or modify the judgment; or 
may, of his own motion, disregard the verdict and judgment and dismiss the pre- 
sentment; but he shall have no power to inflict a more severe, or a higher penalty, 
than called for in the judgment. If, on such appeal, it is made to appear by affi- 
davit to the Bishop, that an incompetent Trier sat in the cause, or that competent 
and relevant testimony was excluded to the prejudice of the accused, or that new 
evidence, which could not have l)een produced, or the existence of which was not 
Icnown to, or by reasonable diligence couid not have l>een found by the accused or 
his counsel at the first trial, has been discovered, and can be procured, or that for 
any other cause justice has not been done, the Bishop may award a new trial; pro- 
vided ^ however, that a new trial shall only be granted in any case, on application 
of the accused. If, in any case, the Bishop shall be in doubt as to whether a new 
trial should be granted or refused, he may call to his counsel the Clerical members 
of the Standing Conmiittee and the Chancellor of the Diocese as advisers, and may 
reciulre their opinion in writing as to the right of the matter; but such opinion 
shall be advisory only, and not binding upon the Bishop. 

Skc 19. If a new trial is granted, new Triers shall be selected as in the first 
trial, and the evidence produce<l at the first trial as written out, and such new 
evidence as may be taken and reduced to writing by the former Commissary, or a 
new one appointed by the new Triers, shall l)e submitted to them, and the cause 
shall proceed as in the first instance l)efore the new Triers, the Commissary and 
the Bishop; save that but one new trial shall be granted in any case, unless the 
Bishop and a majority of the Clerical members of the Standing Committee concur- 
ring shall for gofxi cause otherwise order. 

Skc. 20. Upon the conclusion of the hearing before him. the Bishop shall 
piH>nounce such Canonical or Churchly sentence as shall appear to him to l»e proper; 
provided, however, that such sentence shall not exceed in severity the judgment of 
the last Triei-s who sat in the cause. The sentence of the Bishop shall be final. 

Skc. 21. Before pronouncing any sentence, the Bishop shall summon the ac- 
cuseil and any three or more of the Clergy to meet at such time as may in his 
opinion be most convenient, and In some Church to \ye designated by him, which 
shall for that purjwse be open to all persons who may choovse to attend, and the 
sentence shall then and there be pronounced by the Bishop; proridfd, however, 
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that if the accused shall have been convicted of no other offense than error in doc- 
trine or non-conformity to the Rubrics of the Book qf Common Prayer, and if at 
such public assembly at such Church he shall then and there in writing renounce 
the error of which he has been convicted, or avow his purpose of future* conformity 
to the Rul>rics, as the case may require, and submit himself to the Judgment of the 
Church, then for the first offense the sentence shall not exceed in severity that of 
admonition. 

Sec. 22. In all trials the witnesses shall l)e sworn or affinned before some 
officer authorized by law to administer oaths; their testimony may be taken down 
In shorthand and then written out in longhand oi printe<l, and shall \>e certified u> 
as correct by the Commiswry, and may be, but shall not necessarily l>e subscrll)ed 
by the witness. If, however, not so subscrilied, the Commissary shall certify to 
itH correctness, and shall state the reason for the omission of signature in his re- 
port. If the testimony of any witness is re^iuired who resides at a distance, it may 
be taken l)y a special commissioner appointed by the Commissary with the approval 
of the Bishop on interrogations and cross-interrogations settled by the Commissar>' 
and sent with the commission. When received it shall l>e read and treate<l as the 
other testimony in the case. 

Sec. 28. In all trials the decision of a majority of the Triers sliall prevail — 
the Clergyman senior by ordination shall preside and preserve order; the presence 
of at least two Triers shall l>e necessary to the hearing, and if but two are pn»sent, 
in case of a difference l>etween them, the opinion of the Senior by ordination shall 
govern. If a vacancy occurs In the numl»er of Triers, the Bishop shall bo notified 
afid the vacancy filled In the same manner as was oiiserved in constituting the 
l»oard, a sufficient numl>er of qualified Triers being selected to give each side one 
P**Teniptoiy challenge for each Trier to l>e chost»n, and thereafter the cause shall 
prmceed as if no vacancy had occurred. 

Sec. 24. In all proceedings the Chancellor of the Diocese shall not appear or 
•«t as counsel for either party, but he may be calle<l up<m for advice as to any 
^lUestions of procedure or practice by the Triers or the Bishop, and shall act as 
^^vlser only and shall have no voice or vote in the determination of any question, 
^^ve as in Section 18 of this Canon Is provided. 

Sec. 25. The Bishop shall keep a record of all proceedings had before him 
^own to and including the final selection of the Triers, and shall furnish a copy 
hereof to the Triers, who shall embody the same in their report, an<l all subse- 
quent proceedings of the Triers, Bishop or Standing Committee in the cause shall 
be reduced to writing and attached to the record of the cause. 

Sec. 26. The Triers and Commlssarj* may adjourn from time to time and 
from place to place In the Diocese, and may adopt such rules for sessions, order 
of bearing and procedure as shall be necessary. 

Sec. 27. In case the Bishop shall be the party against whom the offense is 
charged to have been committed, or shall be a necessar}- or material witness in the 
case, the Clerical members of the Standing Committee shall, at the instance of the 
Bishop, perform all the duties In this Can<m prescrilMHl for the Bishop, exce]>t that 
of prooouDcing sentence. But either party to the cause may call the Bishop as a 
witness, even Uiough he may, up to the time his att<'ndance is require<l, have per- 
formed the duties devolving upon him in tiie cause. In cas<* the Bishop is called 
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as a witness In the course of the trial, it shall be at his option to perform the 
maining duties prescribed for him by this Canon or to delegate them to 
Clerical members of the Standing Committee. 

Sec. 28. If a Clerg>'man presented shall, after the Triers are selected, c 
fess the truth of the facts alleged in the presentment, in whole or in part, 
shall not demur thereto, or if, during or after the commencement of the trial 
shall fail to appear and defend the case, the Triers may require the Commissar 
proceed to hear and report to them the evidence, as if the accused were present 
may dispense with further evidence and proceed at once to finding and judgm 
and report the same to the Bishop.

In case of sei 
by any person, it shall be proved by his affidavit and a written notice or paper d< 
ered to a party or left at his place of residence with some person of the family 
the age of fifteen years, shall be deemed sufficient service thereof; provided, 
service on the accused, if not personal, shall be a notice of at least sixty days 

Sec. 81. If any communicant of the Church shall be summoned as a wit 
before the examiners, Commissary, Triers or Bishop, and shall, without suffic 
excuse, neglect or refuse to attend, or shall refuse to testify, or to affirm or t 
sworn, such person shall be deemed guilty of a violation of godly discipline. 

Sec. 32. The expenses necessarily incurred in any investigation or 
under this Canon, including those of the accused when acquitted, shall be auc 
and settled under the direction of the Triers, and shall be reported by them u 
next Council for payment as the Council may direct. If the accused is convi 
he shall be liable for his own costs, as well as such other costs of the procee 
as may be imposed upon him by the Triers.

The confirmed, who have never been communicants, 
j shall be earnestly urged by the Minister to prepare themselves for that bounden 
duty. Communicants absenting themselves from Divine service, or from the Holy 
Communion for six months without reasonable excuse, of which the Rector shall 
be the Judge, shall be earnestly exhorted to return to this duty, and, if they still 
DO absent themselves, they may be suspended from the Holy Communion, and Uie 
Rector shall immediately notify such person by letter that they are so suspended 
for sach cause, and at the same time send to the Bishop the name or names of such 
person or persons so suspended; and it shall be unlawful for the Clerg>' elsewhere 
in this Diocese to admit any person so suspended to the Holy Communion, except 
tfter due notice given to the Clergyman making the suspension, and with the 
written consent of the Bishop. 

Sec. 2. All persons under suspension, who shall have failed to apply to the 
Bishop or their Minister for relief, shall be depriveil of all Parochial privileges and 
rights until the sentence of suspension shall be removed. If any person remain 
under suspension for one year after being notified of such suspension, and for that 
time shall fail to apply to the Bishop or their Minister for relief, such person shall 
he deemed an excommunicated person I'pMo facto, and shall be so designated on 
the Parish Register, and the Bishop notified of ihe fact.

A proposition different from t 
one under consideration shall not be received under color of an amendment 
subsiitute.

St. Mark's Parish Is now just two years old, and ihou^li sufTerin^ from removals, 
shows au increase of ten communicants over last year. The jM'ople are far from 
wealthy, but have given lll>erally of their means to pay off the bills on the church 
building account The balance of indel)te4liiess on this account they will have to 
provide for during the coming year, as it comes due August, 1891. 

There are five societies in active and eflicient oiH^ratlon in this Parish. The 
ladies of the **St. Mark's Parish Aid Society" have raised over $700 for the 
church building durjng the two years of our parish life, and the "St. Mark's 
Branch of Woman's Auxiliary" has done a noble work sin(;e its organization, in 
October, 1890. The young people's s<x;leties are also interested and useful. They 
are the **8t. Andrew's RrotherhwKl," *' Young People's (luild," and the 
** Daughters of the Temple." 

Owing to the ** pressurtM>f the times," however, St. Mark's is still, much to 
our regret, virtually a misshm parish, and it will require s<mie further time and 
patient work to make it wholly self-supporting and inde^K'ndent.

1. When the President takes the Chair, no member shall continue stand- 
ing, or shall afterwards stand up, unless to address the Chair. 

2. When the President shall have taken the Chair, the minutes of the 
preceding day shall be read. 

3. Immediately after the organization of the Council, the following 
Standing Committees shall be appointed, viz.: 

( 1 ) On the Admission of New Parishes. 

( 2 ) On Constitution and Canons. 

( 3 ) On Unfinished Business. 

( 4 ) On Finance. 

( 5 ) On Assessments. 

( 6 ) On Missions. 

( 7 ) On Christian Education. 

( 8 ) On Sunday School Work. 

( 9 ) On Missionaries' Traveling Expenses. 

(10) On the State of the Church. 

4. All Committees shall be appointed by the President, unless otherwise 
ordered. 

5. All resolutions shall be reduced to writing, presented to the Secretary, 
and by him read ; and a motion shall not be considered before the House until 
seconded. 

6. When any member is about to speak, or deliver any matter to the 
House, he shall, with due respect, address himself to the President, confining 
himself strictly to the point in debate. 

7. A member shall not absent himself from the service of the House 
unless he have leave or be unable to attend. 

8. A member, other than the Chairman of a Committee, whose report is 
under consideration, shall not speak more than twice in the same debate, nor 
longer than ten minutes at a time without leave of the House. 

9. Any member of the House may call for a vote by ayes and nays. 

10. When a question has once been determined, it shall stand as the 
judgment of the House, and shall not again bo drawn into debate, except on 
motion for reconsideration, which must be made by a member who had 
previously voted in the majority, and all motions to reconsider must be made 
on the day the vote is taken or on the next succeeding day. 

11. When a question is under consideration, a motion shall not be 
received, except to lay it upon the table, to postpone it to a certain time, to 
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XVI RULES OF ORDSB. 

postpone it indefinitely, to commit it, to divide it or amend it, and motions for 
any of these purposes shall have precedence in the order herein named. If a 
motion to lay an amendment on the tabic be carried, the matter before the 
House shall be proceeded with as if no such amendment had been offered. 
The motions to lay upon the table and to adjourn shall be decided without 
debate. The motion to adjourn shall always be in order. 

12. Debate shall not be allowe<l upon a resolution to refer any motion to 
a Committee, or to a motion to recommit any subject* which has been before a 
Committee, but the member who offers such resolution or motion, may speak 
for five minutes for the purpose of explaining its object. 

13. All amendments may be considered in the reverse order in which they 
are moved. When a proposed amendment is under consideration, a motion to 
amend the same may be made. An after-amendment to such second amend- 
ment shall not be in order, but when an amendment to an amendment is under 
consideration, a substitute to the whole matter may be received. A proposi- 
tion, different from the one under consideration, shall not be received under 
color of an amendment or substitute. 

14. Every member who may be in the House when any question Is put, 
shall, on a division, be counted, unless he be excused by the Council. 

15. All questions of order shall be decided in the first instance by the 
Chair, without debate ; an appeal, however, may be made from his decision to 
the Council by any member of the same. 

IG. The Secretary may employ one or more Pages, not exceeding three, 
to act as messengers during the sessions of the Council. 

17. The reports of all Committees shall be in writing, and shall be 
received of course and without motion for acceptance, unless recommitted by 
vote of the House. All reports recommending or requiring any action or 
expression of opinion by the House, shall bo accompanied by a resolution fur 
the action of the House therein. 

18. The names of movers of resolutions shall appear upon the minutes of 
the Council.

This being the time and phiee appointed for the meeting of 
the Fourth Annual Council of the Diocese of West Missouri, 
the Right Reverend Edward R. Atwill, D. D. , Bishop of the 
Diocese, and a number of the Clergy and Laity, assembloil in 
Christ Church, in the City of St. Joseph, at 11 a. m. for 
Divine Service. 

The ante-Communion was read by the Rt. Rev. the Bishop 
of the Diocese, the Rev. J. W. Dunn, of Independence, reading 
the Epistle, and the Ven. Archdeacon Gates reading the Gosj^l. 

The Sermon was preached by the Rev. Robert Talbot, of 
Kansas City, from the Epistle to the Philippians, iii, 20: 

''For our conversation is in Heaven; from whence also we loolc for the 
Saviour, the Loixl Jesus Christ.** 

The Holy Communion w^as celebrated by the Rt. Rev. the 
Bishop of Missouri, assisted by the Rt. Rev. the Bishop of the 
Diocese. 

The Oflfering was for the traveling expenses of Missionary 
delegates. 

The services ended, the delegates repaired to the Y. M. C- A. 
hall, whqre the Bishop took the chair and called the Council 
to order. 

The Secretary then proceeded to call the roll of the Clergy 
entitled to seats in the Council, from a Ust prepared by the 
Bishop. Tw-enty-six answered to their names and took their 
scats. (See page xii.) 

The Bishop appointed as Committee on Credentials of Lay 
delegates, the Rev. Russell Todd and Mr. M. G. Harman. 

At the suggestion of the Rev. II. L. Foote, the Secretary 
was requested to act as Treasurer 7>;v? teiiK, and receive and 
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receipt for such monies as might )k» paid in before the arrival 
of the Xreasurer. 

The Council then took a recess until 2:30 p. m. 

Tuesday, 2:30 !•. m. 

The Council reassem))led, the Bishop in the Chair. The 
Rev. Robt. Talbot called the attention of the Council to the 
presence of the Rt. Rev. the Bishop of Missouri, our beloved 
Diocesan )>efore the division, and on his motion it was 

liesolved. That the Rt. Rev. the Bishop of Missouri be received standing 
and Invited to take his seat on the right hand of the President of the Council. 

Bishop Tuttle appeared on the platform, the Council stand- 
ing, and expressed his gratefulness, but requested that he 
might be allowed to take his seat among the delegates, that he 
might lose no word of the' proceedings in which he had a deep 
interest. 

Mr. M. G. Harman read the report of the Committee on 
Credentials of Lay Delegates. 

On the report of the committee the Secretary called the roll, 
when twentj^-eight delegates representing twenty-three Parishes 
and Missions answered to their names and took their seats.

On motion of the Rev. H. L. Foote, the vote by ballot was 
dispensed with, and Mr. J. V. B. EUard was unanimously re- 
elected Secretary of the Council.

ANNUAL ADDRESS. 

Brethren of the Clergy and Laitu : 

We are, in the providence of God, gathered in council in 
the fiftieth year since the consecration of the first Bishop of 
the undivided Diocese of Missouri, in the twenty-fifth since his 
death, and in the third year of the life of our own Diocese. 

Fifty years in the life of a Diocese do not make it old. 

Some of you, and I, have seen for fifty years the lilacs 
bloom and the bluebirds come, but we are not ready to be old. 
Virginia in her ninety-eighth year, Massachusetts in her one 
hundred and eighth. New York in her one hundred and tenth, 
may begin to claim tlie maturity of age. Canterbury, where 
Augustine preached, York, representcnl ])y Bishop P^borius in 
the Council of Aries in the year of our Lord 314, may rejoice 
in the stability, the power and the wealth gathered in the 
course of centuries, Init our dear West Missouri, three years 
old next June, is an infant yet. 

It is only a little more than forty-two years since a lone 
missionary came up to these* '^blacksnake hills'' to foimd a 
mission in this town laid out by the French trader Rolndoux. 

Remembering the comi)arative youth of the Church in these 
parts, and the immaturity of our own diocese, we will not be 
dismayed to find ourselves destitute of records rich with stories 
such as older dioceses tell of instituticms founded, parishes 
grown strong, and dominating influence over the people. 

We have not had time to gather j)ossessions, prominence 
and power. Nevertheless, although we have no very strength- 
ening past to endow us with vigor, we may through the favor 
of .the ever ])lessed Trinitv, attain whatever sort of future we 
choose to work out, if we are instant in season, out of season, 
enduring hardness, denying self, and wisely striving for success 
by watching for opportunities, laying foundations, doing good 
among men and being true ourselves to the principles of right- 
eous living set out for us from Holy Scripture by the Church. 
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We should cultivate, brethren, a faith strong enough to — 

'' laugh at impossibilities. 
And cry» It must be done ! '* 

If we have not a past teeming with great deeds, the ChurchL^ 
whereof this Diocese is a small fraction, has a past, and wc^-i 
sons and daughters of this Church, have certain inalie-- ^' 
able privileges, certain inheritances for which no substiti -^ 
can be invented in this late age, and which we have no right ^ 
com})romise for any purpose however apparently noble 
conciliatory. 

Thank God, my brothers, for the creeds — the form 
sound words once delivered ; for the ministry, coming to us * 
an unbroken line from the Church in Jerusalem and convevii"^^ - 
to us, as the electric wire conveys the throbbing of the batter^"* 
the impulses of Pentecost. Thank God for the liturgy, inco. 
porating divine truth as it formulates our worship ; for tbr^f 
sacraments, conveying to us divine grace ; for the divine Wort/» 
guiding and cheering us on our way to the home on high ; for 
the saints, who, regenerated by this baptism, nourished by 
this blessed sacrament, guided l)v this ministry, enlightened 
by this Word of God, whom they worshiped in this liturgy, 
have overcome the world and have been transformed into the 
likeness of Christ. 

NECROLOGY. 

The Church has lost during the year two of her noted 
Bishops from two of her seaboard Dioceses, separated by the 
whole breadth of the Continent; the one cut down in the 
second year of his episcopate, the other a Bishop for nearly 
fortv vears. 

Both Bishop Phillips Brooks and Bishop William lugrabam 
Kii) have kindled in manv hearts love and lovaltv toward the 
Church. 

The former won them 1)y his true and noble manhood^ his 
warm-hearted and spiritual preachhig, his considerate sympa- 
thy which took note of good wherever found, and reached out 
loving arms to welcome and to eml)race any who came seeking 
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for truth, and to rescue souls tossed ui)on a sea of doubts, 
teaching them to love the Saviour whom his own heart loved 
and his own will obeyed. 

That his great-hearted, sympathetic love of men carri(Ml 
him sometimes beyond bounds that few of us would dare to 
transgress, is undoubtedly true ; that he dou})ted or encourage<l 
others to doubt the di\inity of the Master, we cannot believe. 

In his own address to the Convention of Mjissachusetts last 
^rear he said : 

'* All my life lon^ I have loved this State, and. as a minister of one of her 

"parishes, I have loved for years the Church of Massachusetts. None of us 

liave any wish regarding her, except that she may be pure and strong and holy, 

ready for tlie great work we are sure G(k1 has giv»»n her to do. None of us has 

any wish regarding himself as her minister or meml>er, except that he may 

worthily serve her and Christ, her Lord, and his fellow men through her." 

Bishop Kip, on the other hand, has, by his well known book, 
"The Double Witness,'' ccmvinced many gainsayers and has 
helped the half-instructed churchmen of our own communion to 
believe that the Church of old is to be foun<l in the Church to- 
day and that here, in this fold, may be enjoyed in their original 
purity and power the means appointed by the divine Hea<l of 
the Church, and by His inspired apostles, to give us power and 
grace to live to His glory, and to mingle our worship accepta- 
bly with the pure, sweet worship of Heaven. 

Last Lord's day afternoon, the beloved Bishop of Vermont, 
Rt. Rev. Wm. Henry Augustus Bissell, D. l)., entered into 
the rest of Paradise. He wjis a son of Vermont, and as a 
teacher in Bishop Hopkins' school, assisted in the training of 
her youth. 

Kind, devout and gentle he was, and wise, too ; his conven- 
tion addresses were frecpiently (juoted as profitable reading for 
the whole Church. He was an eminent example of pure 
reliirion and und(»liled, and thev who from long: and intimate 
association knew him ])est, loved him most. 

Some Bishops there ai-e for pioneers to lay foundations ; 
some for controversy to defend the Church, and some like 
him for shepherds, to guide and feed the flock. 
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As directed by the canon, I here present the record of my 
doings as Bishop of this Diocese since the previous meeting of 
the Council :

Thanks be unto God at this time for the preservation of 
our churches from serious damage by storm or flood, our 
people from jx?stilence, our ministry from those saddening 
depositions only too coumiou in our day, for the preservation 
from death of those who serve at our altars, and for the con- 
tinuance of our roll of clergy almost intact, only two having 
applied for letters dimissory. Rev. S. T. Brewster and Rev. 
B. I. Jack, since dead, have withdrawn from us. 

We have had the pleasure of adding the names of five cler- 
gymen who are doing exceptionally good work in their respective 
cures. Their names are : Rev. Alexander Allen, Rector of 
Calvary, Sedalia ; Rev. Geo. Herbert Bailey, Rector of Grace 
Church, Carthage, and missionary at Webb City ; Rev. Is4iac 
Houlgate, Rector of Christ Church, Lexington ; Rev. Conrad 
Rudolf Birnbach, missionary in charge of Grace Church, Brook- 
tield : and Rev. 1). A. Sanford, missionary at Clinton. 

As I recall my tours al)out the diocese and what has been 
told me from time to time, I find some indications of growth. 
At Xeoslio I have consecrated a very chaste and churchly 
building, begun within the past nine months, and completed 
without debt. The growing congregation look forward to a 
bright future. Mr. Wm. Page, who designed the church, 
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kindly places the plans at the service of any who may 
desire to use them. 

At West Plains the devoted labors of Mr. and Mrs. Thomas 
and others have at length been crowned with success. Their 
pretty church, free from debt, has been consecrated to God's 
worship. 

At Trenton, where the mission once established, but never 
strong, had become defunct, the Archdeacon has organized a 
new mission with about thirty communicants and with every 
promise of continuous growth. 

In Minnesota Valley, St. Oswald's Church, fully completed, 
stands waiting for a Priest to minister at its altar. The an- 
nouncement of a service brings families nine or ten miles over 
the prairies. 

At Webb City, the rector of Carthage has revived the mis- 
sion, and is giving one service each Lord's day. 

At Harrisonville, a lot ha^s })een purchased and a subscrip- 
tion begun for the erection of a church building. 

At Sedalia, a rectory, elegant and conmiodious, has been 
completed, containing a room for the meetings of Guilds. 

At Tipton, a mission has been organized. It is now, on 
account of the illness of Mrs. Plant, its benefactress, suspen- 
ded, but we hope ere long to resume the encouraging work. 

St. Paul's, Clinton, has for the first time in several years a 
resident minister. 

St. Paul's, Carrollton, has })een removed to a new location 
on a large lot conveniently and pleasantly situated. Dr. Pettit, 
the lay reader, reads the service and sermon on Sundays. The 
Archdeacon and Kev. Pendleton Brooke have occasionally 
officiated. 

The new Grace Church, Kansas City, is to be so far con- 
structed Jis to provide a comforta})le i)lace for the services. 
The necessity seems imperative, and the building, having begun 
to grow again, will, we trust, continue until the top stone is 
laid and its ornaments are complete. 

We have noticed, also, with delight, during the winter and 
spring visitations in many of our parishes and missions, 
evidences of more truly consecrated and spiritual living, and, 
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after all, what is the material fabric, the corporate parish, or 
outward conformity to religious customs unless each individual 
life is withdrawn more and more from conformity to this 
world, and is being transformed by the mind renewed by the 
vivifying influences of the Holy Spirit of God i 

There are still churches whose doors are seldom opened for 
service, and little congi'egations here and there are longing, 
pleading for pastors. There are now about fifteen of these 
shepherdless congregations. Five clergymen could serve them 
all. But the fifteen congregations can, in their present condi- 
tion, subscribe only about 82,500, an average salary of ^500 
for each missionary, he ofliciating at three posts. 

This is the problem — to find men of ability, energj- and 
tact who will undertake to live, pay railroad fare, and possibly 
support a family on 8500 a year. 

There was a pastor once who was — 

"Passing rich on forty pounds a year.*' 

But flour and eggs were not so costly in Sweet Auburn as they 
are now in Trenton or Carrollton, and our parson of the poem 
had to pay no house rent. 

* In this year of our Lord 1893, and in this Diocese of West 
Missouri, we should have at least 84,000 for the support of the 
five missionaries — 8^00 for each one. 

But where are we to find this additional 81,500^ The 
appropriation of the General Board of Missions is all in use. 
Our diocesan mission fund is needed for other posts. The 
Bishop's Purse is contributing all it receives and more. What 
can be done i 

One solution is possible. You, gentlemen of Convention, 
and your constituents at home, might double your gifts for 
missions. 

''But,'' some one says, *'we are paying now as much as we 
can attord. '' - Well, then, can we not all deny ourselves a little 
more ( Is the Diocese giving as much as it should give to save 
to the Church her people and their children in the places of 
which I have spoken and in others like them ( Is each individ- 
ual giving for all church and charitable purposes a tithe? Are 
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ve doing all we possibly can to gather in the scores and hun- 
dreds, not now numlwred with us, but waiting to come if we 
open the way? We have in the Diocese about 4,0no conmiuni- 
cants. Is it too much to ask that the average gift to the mis- 
sion work of our Diocese should be twentv-five cents t»verv three 
months by each communicants What is a ciuaiter of a dollar S 
X)o we not spend several in the* course of three months for that 
^vhich is not absolutelv necessary i 

Now, if four thousand communicants would each give twen- 

try-tive cents once in three months, we would have ^4,oon. Are 

^e up to this standanlS What is the amount of our pledge 

made at the last Council i Twentv-one hundred and seventy 

^loUars. 

Let us make it J?4,<M)0 this year, and then let the aggressive 
work go on I We can do this if we will. 

Brethren of the clergy, do you preach sc^rmons to your 
people about this duty ( Do you inform them concerning our 
missionary work i Do you k(H»p your own interest in missions 
and theirs, aflame ( 

Much deiKjnds ujum* you, the teachers, the leaders, the guides 
of the flock. 

Vou will all agreti with me I am sure, in an expression of 
hearty thanks to the General Board of Missions for the ai)pro- 
priation of ^1,500 for work in this Diocese during the year 
ending September, 1S9;:J, and the additional appr()i)riation of 
^600 for our colored work. Without this aid we would be 
|X)or indeed. 

I nuist again remind you that we have only one candidate 
for Holy Orders, and urge upon the clergy the importance of 
ric<:asional sermons upon the call to the Holy Ministry and of 
Jirivate communications with young men. Why do not 
parents devote their sons to (iod, and urge them to consider 
whether Goil is callintj: them to this holy and humble office S 

Our need of workers in the field is so i)ressing that I am 
willing to make men deacons who are even engaged and pro- 
j)Ose to continue in secuhir employment, asking only that they 
Vto able to meet the requirements of the canon concerning 
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'< Deacons only''; the chief qualifications I will demand, 
besides, will be devoutness, zeal and discretion. 

The development of nearly all of our larger parishes is still 
retarded by debt, and I never have been able to discover under 
a bond or a note the blessing in disguise. It is regarded b? 
people seeking a parish as a danger signal, causing them to 
turn their steps some other way. It is in the way of the rector 
striving to lead his i^ople into the missionary field to work for 
God, an obstacle lief ore which they stand still and wait and are 
idle. It is to the faithful a wet blanket, cooling the ardor of 
their zeal. It is a thing to be burned as soon as possible, for 
there can be no true jubilee until it is gone. 

Xo money should be spent upon church adornment, or upon 
luxuries of worshij), until it has been honorably and fully paid. 

All Saints' Hospital has })een counted an institution of the 
Diocese, but it is secured to us by no i)ro>'ision in the charter 
from being diverted at any time and placed under other man- 
agement. The directors, now chietly comi)osed of Churchmen^ 
are, I believe, in favor of placing it distinctly under the contra^ 
of the Church, if the Diocese will assume the inde])tedness aiM ^ 
will support it. It is now paying its own expenses by receipts?^ 
from patients. The indebtedness is about ?15,000, about ^ 
§10, ()()() of this sum ])eing money advanced by Mr. F. E.Tyler. 

During the winter Mr. Tyler i)roposed to donate the entire 
amount due him should the Church take the property; but no 
action could be taken until the meeting of the Council, and Mr. 
Tyler subse<[uently withdrew his olTer. I suggest that the 
Council express its opinion regarding this whole matter, and 
that if we are to take any action toward gaining it for the 
Church, a committee be appointed to act during the recess. 

We sliould have at some time a diocesan hospital. Whether 
it shall he now is for vou to determine. 

ft' 

We still hope and pray that the Lord will move some to 
found and endow Church schools in this Diocese. What means 
have we to draw to us and to bind to us the youth growing up ^ 
upon the farms and in the towns ^ 

A few hours in Sunday-school are set off by a great powe-^ 
of worldliness and sectarian zeal. In the absence of Chur 
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schools, do we consider how important are those few hours in 
the Sunday-school ? The Sunday-school is the nursing mother 
of all future generations ! We should put into it intelligent 
thought, painstaking work, the very best system of instruction, 
generous gifts, the brightest books and papers, and the interest 
of loving hearts for the sake of Him who loves a child. 

I commend again to you the St. Andrew's Brotherhood, the 
Girls' Friendly Society, the Order of Daughters of the King. 
Much good may be accomplished by these societies that will, 
without them, remain undone. And a healthy, stimulating 
inspiration is communicated to the little isolated parish 
branches by coming in touch with a great organization ramify- 
ing throughout the whole land. If you have only two or three 
suitable persons, bring them together, set them at work and 
at prayer. 

There are within the limits of the Diocese many deaf mutes — 
more than three hundred in Kansas City. I wish we might do 
more to instruct and cheer them. Will the clergy and laity 
kindly take pains to ascertain and to send to me the names of 
these silent people in their several towns and vicinity i Rev. 
A. W. Mann, the deaf mute missionary, has an assistant now 
who will visit us from time to time. 

THE PRAYER BOOK DISTRIBUTION SOCIETY. 

Under Canon 9, Title III, adopted by the General Conven- 
tion of 1892, provision was made for the establishment of a 
general society consisting of fifteen persons for the distribution 
<if the Book of Common Prayer among the people throughout 
the United States. 

The society has met, and in the constitution adopted by 
them, they declare their purpose to be : 

1. To encourage the formation of an Auxiliary Prayer 
Book Society in each Diocese and missionary jurisdiction, to 
distribute the Prayer Book within their respective spheres 
among the people, and charitable and i)uhlic institutions. 

2. To encouratje the formation of a Prayer Book Society 
in each parish and mission, whoso aim shall be to supply t\w 
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Prayer Book within their limits and to co-operate with the 
society of the Diocese or missionary jurisdiction to which thev 
belong. 

3. To encourage the preaching of sermons on the Prayer 
Book and the taking of offerings in all the churches for Prayer 
Book distribution on Whitsunday of each year. 

I suggest the appointment of a committee to report to the 
Council some plan for co-operation with that society. 

I desire here to make pu])lic acknowledgment of the kind- 
ness of the New York Bible and Common Prayer Book Society 
and of the Bishop White Prayer Book Society, in sending 
liberal donations of i)rayer books for use in our work. Offer- 
ings should be made for these societies from time to time. 

The examining Chaplains, Standing Committee and Mis- 
sionary Board meet seyeral times in the course of a year, and 
unless we have no representation of dist^int parts of the Dio- 
cese, some of the members composing these Boards must be at 
considerable expense. This expense the Diocese should meet, 
and I suggest that the Treasurer be directed to pay the 
expenses of persons trayeling upon these duties. 

I also suggest that it would ]ye very proper to place the 
Deans of Convocation upon the Missionary Board. 

The Council should, I think, consent to the printing of 
parochial reports in full, under the names of the respective 
parishes and missions. Our present custom of printing the 
statistics only in a tabulated form is unsatisfactory and incon- 
venient. 

I ])espeak for our diocesan paper your interest, subscrip- 
tions, and articles upon appropriate themes. We have already 
many assurances that the coming of the little paper into fami- 
lies l)inds them closer to us, and we hope through its columns 
to give not only news, ])ut to instruct the people in a church- 
mansliij) that is intelligent, scriptural, conservative, and fash- 
ioned on sound Pravor Book lines. 

The Wonuurs Auxiliary to the Board of Missions has con- 
tinued its loviuiT work for the Saviour and His Church. He 
who notes the least kin<lness done to any of His servants, no 
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doubt sees and loves to sec such self-denial of devotcnl women, 
who by their self-sacrifice ai'e enabled to relieve the sufferings 
of His ministry and to send out men to i)reach His Gospel. 

But many who should be enrolled and giving service or 
money in this Society, are hindered by cares aliout other things. 
Some are worldly, some devoted to the pleasures of society, 
some are selfish for themselves, others are selfish for the par- 
ishes, and plans well devised acccmiplish little, ])ecause those 
who are ple<lged to extend the Kingdom leave a few faithful 
sisters to bear double })urdcns. God be praised, these faithful 
ones will have a place very near the Saviour in His own time. 

The new Hymnal is now in the liook stores, and those who 
'will may use it. It is better than the old one, having more 
hymns for missionary meetings, children's services, and other 
occasions. We may still use the old Hymnal if we j)refer ; we 
miay also use in public worship, anthems in the words of Holy 
Scriptures or of the Prayer liook. No other hymn books or 
compositions are authorized or allowa))le. 

The revised Prayer Book being now in your hands, and its 
use having become obligatory, the clergy will, we trust, be 
careful to obey its rubrics as well as the other laws of this 
Church. A certain looseness and individualism has prevailed 
for some years in the arrangement of divine service. Unlaw- 
ful omissions and additions, have ]>een made. There has been 
no certainty that a churchman entering a strange church will 
have opportunity to engage in the service appointed for the 
day. But the Church has so issued her general orders that if 
obeyed by loyal clergy, her children will in strange cities find 
in any of her churches the customs of home, ''the family 
ways," and the brotherly welcome. 

Various excuses for departure from the order of the* 
Church have eased the consciences of the brethren. Some 
thought it wise to abbreviate the service to suit a restless con- 
gregation. Some have thought the laws concerning holy days 
and days of abstinence were ()))solete. Others have said, we 
will revive pre-Keformation customs abandoned by the Church, 
and, by practicing them until they become customary, we will 
bring about their recognition by the Church's law. Still 
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others have felt a sort of freedom while the Prayer Book was 
undergoing revision. Now, however, we are under a more 
solemn obligation than before the revision to submit individual 
preferences, prejudices or judgment to the law of this Protes- 
tant Episcopal Church in the United States of America. 

The resolution offered and adopted in 1880 directed the 
committee to be appointed under its sanction to report — 

'' Whether the changed conditions of national life do not demand oeitaia 
alterations in the Book of Common Prayer in the direction of liturgical enrich^ 
ment and increased flexibility of use." 

This question, after twelve years of contemplation and 
study, the Church has answered, making such changes and 
additions as she found to l>e wise and necessary. What she 
did not touch, plainly stands unrepealed; what she has added 
is obligatory; what she permits, w^e may do. And I am sure 
you will agree with me when I say that no individual priest 
may presume to modify or enrich at his own discretion the 
book which the Church places in his hands. Our people have 
a right to claim from us the service prepared for them by the 
Church. 

Entire conformity to the law of the Church is not only our 
duty, but it is also expedient. It would tend to strengthen 
the Church among our own people, and to draw to her fold 
those who are without ; it would relieve that uncertainty and 
hesitation prevalent among our congregations when they could 
see no point at w^hich the clergj'^ would be sure to halt and 
stand firm at the command of the Church saying, ''Thus far 
and no farther! " 

Of course a slavish adherence to such mere technicalities as 
stand only for good order, we do not expect. There are 
emergencies, very rare indeed, when common sense and reason 
indicate an especial modification of a particular service. 

There is, however, one service so sacred that no individual 
priest or Inshop may presume to change it ui)on any supposable 
pretense. This is the Liturgy of the Holy Eucharist, wherein 
by the Holy Spirit of (fod the consecrated bread and wine are 
made in a mysterious way — which it is not well for us to 
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attempt to define — the Body and Blood of our Divine 
Redeemer. 

In the celebration of this Blessed Sacrament all are bound 
to observe with minutest care whatever the Church has com- 
manded, and to add no more. I will select a few examples: 

You will note that we are now bound to recite the Nicone 
Creed on Christmas Day, Easter Day, Ascension Day, Whit- 
sunday and Trinity Sunday. We are bound to read the 
exhortation beginning with the words '* Dearly Iwloved in the 
Lord,"' on one Lord's day in each month. In the opinion of 
Bishop Doane, President of the Committee on Revision ( and I 
fully agree with him), *< It is plainly against the hiw of this 
Church to sing the Benedictus before the consecration in the 
Communion Office.'" 

The rubric makes it also the plain duty of every celebrant 
to give sufficient opportunity for those present to communicate, 
which I interpret to mean that he shall turn to the people in 
the usual way and wait for a space sufficient to give a))undant 
time for those present to rise from their knees and approach 
the sanctuary. 

Immediately after the service the rubric commands that the 
riMuaining elements shall be reverently consumed. Not a par- 
ticle nor a drop is to be reserved. However, a certain kind of 
reservation, not always, as it seems to us, reverent, })revailed 
in early times ; and however in later times there has come to 
be in the Latin Church a reservation *'To form and keep a 
local presence of Christ in His flesh and blood in each church 
in which the Host is reserved," a presence to ))e bowed down 
to and worshiped ; neither sort of reservation is permitted by 
this Church, and, as loyal servants at her altars, I may trust 
the clergy of this diocese will neither practice it, nor l)uil(i 
upon their altars the receptacle which suggests it to the eye. 

We are also bound by the rubric upon Sundays and oth(»r 
Holy Days (though there be no sermon or communion), to say 
all that is appointed at the communion unto th? end of the 
Gospel. 

I might go on to point out the other provisions for the 
celebration of this Holy Mystery, and the preparation for it, 

— 3 
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but there they are, in plain, modem English, and I will not 
weary you with further detailing of that which you ai*e bound 
to note, and are bound to obey. 

But our American rubrics and canons stop short of a com- 
plete provision for all particulars pertaining to the customs of 
the house of God. Are we then left to our individual judg- 
ment regarding these, or are we to select for ourselves from 
the pre-Ref ormation ages of the Church ? 

Xo ; we turn for our law to the Church of England. The 
preface to our American Prayer Book says : 

"This church is far from inteudinK to depart from the Church of England 
in any es^ntial point of doctrine, discipline or worship, or further than local 
circumstances require." 

And so high an authority as Judge Murry Hoffman, in his 
treatise on Church law, affirmed his opinion in these words : 

'' When we find our Church declaring in one of its most solemn acts that 
all which is not of doctrine, is of discipline, that she meant not to depart from 
the Church of England in doctrine or discipline further than local circuni- 
{Stances required ; when we find that the body of ecclesiastical law was an 
undoubted part of discipline in that Church and the Colonial Church ; when 
we find no discrimination made between what of discipline is binding and 
what is annulled, the conclusion seems irresistible that this law with necessar}* 
modifications retained the same authority after the Revolution which it pos- 
siessed before." 

It may therefore be assumed, I think, that where the 
Church in the United States has made no declaration of her 
will regarding doctrine, discipline or worship, the. law of the 
Church of England prevails, and is our law. It becomes 
important then that we should know that law and its interpret- 
ation. A notable trial in England recently led to an exhaust 
ive study of the law bearing upon certain customs of 
ornamentation and worship quite prevalent in this country with 
innumerable variations, and a very intelligent decision was 
rendered by the highest authority in the Church, the Arch- 
bishoi) of Canterbury. I, as your Bishop, will probably he 
guidt'd in the consideration of questions relating to these prac- 
tices l)y this, opinion, and I set it forth as our rule in this 
Diocese. 

I will recall to your minds the points of that decision, not 
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so much for the information of the clergy, who pro])ably know 
them, as for the benefit of the laity that they may be informed 
as to what practices are, in our judgment, i)ermissible, and 
may not, through want of information, censure their clergy- 
men unjustly for doing what is clearly within the limits of our 
liberty. 

1. The court decided regarding the mixed chalice, **That 
the mixing of the wine as part of the service of the Church 
was against the law of the Church, but that to mix it Iwfore- 
hand in the Vefttry or at the credence was permissible. 

2. Regarding the ablutions, the court decided that the 
vessels might be cleansed at the altar after the service was 
ended and the benediction given, if it be done in a reverent 
way without ceremony or prayer. 

3. Regarding the Eastward position, the court decided 
that it was not illegal, but that the manual acts of the minister 
must be performed so that they might be seen l)v the coni- 
niunicants. 

Regarding the singing of the Agnus Dei whil(» the com- 
numicants were receiving, the court decidcnl that it was not an 
illegal addition to the service. 

4. Regarding lighted candles, it was decidtnl that the two 
eucharistic lights might be used during service, even when not 
needed for illumination. 

6. Concerning the sign of the cross in benediction, the 
court decided that it was a ceremony additional to the ceremo- 
nies of the Church, and that it must be discontinued. 

An appeal, you remember, was made from the judgment of 
the Archbishop to the Privy Council, and the judgment of the 
Archbishop was substantially sustained. 

Ceremonial, my ])rethren, is not of Divine authority. It 
is a device of holy men to enshrine principles, to symbolize 
doctrine, to order worship, to aid devotion ; and we do well to 
accept the calm judgment of the Church as to what best tends 
in this our day to accomi)lish these (?nds. 

Loyally and obediently accepting the ritual prepared for us, 
working always upon Prayer Book lines, we shall l;e drawn 
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nearer to one another, we shall waste no time in controversy, 
or in contending for a garment, a posture or a ceremony, but 
will w^ith the power of united numbers and Christlike zeal, 
build up men in the faith, train them in righteous living, cheer 
them with hopes of heaven, until the Church becomes the 
dread of the lawless sinner, the refuge from doubt, the mother 
of the poor and the troubled, and the true representative oi 
the mind of Christ upon the earth, continuing from generatioi3 
to generation the work He began in the world — the work o^ 
mercy, the work of charity, the work of instruction, the wor'^ 
of saving sinners, the work of blessing saints. 

The Prayer Book being as it is, and we, conforming to t 
plain mind and law of this Church, may glorify God in o 
services and worship Him in the beauty of holiness wit 
intoned i)rayer, and uplifting anthems; with adornments o^ 
flowers and lights ; with the empty cross, the symbol at oncC^ 
of sacrifice and of victory ; with the response of well trained 
congregations coming up (m the sound of many waters; with 
the white robed choir and vested clergy who render devoutly 
the services of a Prayer Book, that for truth of doctrine, for 
chaste beauty of expression, for rhythm of language, and for 
its spirit of devotion, is unequaled in the world. It has been 
well said of this Prayer Book that it is *' the most wonderful 
synii)honic idealization of human faith — certainly the most 
inclusive, blending in harmonic succession all the cries and 
longings and laudations of the universal human heart, invok- 
ing a paternal Creator. Upon its mystic tide of human hope, 
imagination, prayer, sorrows and passionate expression, it bears 
the worshiper along, and has sustained men's, souls with con- 
ceptions of Deity and immortality throughout hundreds, yea, 
thousands of undoubting years." 

May the time come in this Diocese when its Morning and 
Evening Prayer shall be said daily in every church; when its 
liturgy of the Holy Eucharist shall be said on every Sunday 
and other festival; when its ideal shall be the i^leal of every 
life, the cross the symbol of true self-sacrifice and Christ-fol- 
lowing among the members of this Church; and its richest 
jewels, souls saved from distress and sin. 
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1893.

I submit herewith my report for the year ending April 30, 1893, as treas- 
urer of the permanent Episcopal Fund of the Diocese. 

From this report It appears that there has been added during the year to 
the principal from offertories, taken In 1 2 of the Parishes and Missions of the 
Diocese, $71 27, and from interest on the Savings Bank deposit, $5 41, a total 
of $76 68. Making the amount of the fund at this date $4,645 81, of which 
Is Invested In Ft. Smith, Ark., 6% sewer bonds, $4,000, in the Mutual Home 
and Savings Assn. of Kansas City, Mo., $402; In the Kansas City Safe Deposit 
and Savings Bank $172 04 ; in hands of Treas., $71 27. 

The income from the Ft Smith sewer bonds and the Building Associa- 
tion stock amounting during the year to $272 00, has been paid to the treas- 
urer of the Diocese. 

Of the 26 Parishes and 34 Missions In the Diocese, only 8 Parishes and 4 
Missions have responded to the call for an offering for this fund. 

There were at date of last reports from Parishes and Missions 8,953 com- 
municants in this Diocese. Is It too much to assume that 3,000 of these 
would be able and willing to give 5 cents each day for this fund. This would 
amount to $54,750 in one year and in two years to $109,500. By Investing the 
money as soon as $1,000 should be in hand a handsome addition could be made 
to it and with funds now on hand an endowment of $120,000 could be reached 
In two years. This sum at 6% would produce an annual income of $7,200, 
and relieve the Diocese forever of assessments for Diocesan expenses, put us 
on a firm financial basis, so that all contributions for purposes outside of the 
Parishes could be used for missionary and other good work.

The Trustees of the Parochial Trust Fund of the Diocese would resj>ect- 
fully submit its official acts during the Third Conciliar Tear : 

May 13th, 1892. The Trustees met at Grace Church Rectory, Kansas City, 
and organized by electing the Rev. Cameron Mann, D.D., Vice President, and 
the Rev. Robert Talbot, Secretary ; the Bishop of the Diocese, by the charter, 
being President 

At this meeting Mr. W. E. Winner turned over, unconditionally, the con- 
tract which he had made with the American Church Building Fund Commission 
in regard to the bonds of Trinity Church, Kansas City, to the Trustees of the 
Parochial Trust Fund of the Diocest*. These bonds, amounted to $50,000, 
bearing six per cent. Interest, tliree per cent, of said Interest coming to the said 
W. E. Winner during his life. The Trustees accepted this contract 

September 1st 1892. The Trustees met at the Episcopal residence with 
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the Vestry of Trinity Church. After discusslDg the matter thoroughly, the 
Trustees appointed the Bishop, and the Rev. Cameron Mann, D. D., and the 
Rev. H. L. Foote, a Special Committee, with full power to adjust the debt with 
The American Church Building Fund Commission and Trinity Church. The 
following proposition was made and accepted by the three parties interested, 
namely : The Trustees of the Parochial Trust Fund, The American Church 
Building Fund Commission, and Trinity Church. Trinity Church shall not be 
required to pay any interest or principal for the first five years. For the 
second five years the Parish shall pay one per cent interest and no principal. 
For the third five years, two per cent, interest and one thousand dollars 
per year principal. For the fourth five years, two per cent, interest and two 
thousand dollars per year principal. For the fifth five years, two per cent 
intei-est and three thousand dollars per year principal. For the sixth five 
years, two per cent interest and four thousand dollars per year principal. 
It was further agreed between the American Church Building Fund Commission 
and the Trustees of the Parochial Trust Fund, that all interest after the first 
ten years paid by Trinity Church, shall be equally divided between the 
American Church Building Fund and the Parochial Trust Fund. Also, that 
all interest accruing from principal paid by Trinity Church to the American 
Church Building Fund Commission should be equally divided during the life of 
said W. £. Winner, between said American Church Building Fund Commis- 
sion and the Trustees of the Parochial Trust Fund of the Diocese of West 
Missouri. 

The title of the following pieces of property are vested in the Trustees of 
the Parochial Trust Fund : One lot in Odessa ; one church and lot in Liberty; 
one lot in Kansas City, given by Mrs. Salisbury with certain conditions 
attached, which lot the Trustees understand has been, or is about to be, 
sold for taxes.

I entered upon my duties as Archdeacon of the Diocese on the 13th day of 
April, 1892, A. D.. and as no report for these last seventeen days of April was 
called for at the Council of 1892, I tako the lil)erty of making this report 
inclusive of the dates April 13, 1892, to May 1, 1893. 

1st. Twenty-six points in the mission field of the Diocese have l>een 
looked after and cared for under your direction. 

2d. I have made to these places 129 visits, some of these visitations last- 
ing from eight to ten days, none less than twenty-four hours or reasonable 
fraction thereof. 

8d. I have held 223 services. 
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4th. I have administered the Sacrament of Holy Baptism to 20 persons ; 
i of these were of adult age, 7 were infants. 

5th. I have had under instruction during the past year 30 candidates for 
>nfirmation, of which numl)er 26 have been confirmed by you ; and of thes^e 
3 confirmed, 21 have been presented by your Archdeacon personally. 

The wide distribution of this class is significant of the growing missionary 
ork confronting us in this large Diocese, viz. :

7th. The ten candidates for further instruction are respectively at 
eneca.

8th. I have celebrated the Holy Eucharist 90 times ; of these 1 celebra- 
on was in private, 17 were early. All the public administrations of this 
[oly Sacrament have been gladly and reverently attended. 

9ih. In the course of my duties I have not forgotten the value of pastoral 
isiting, and have made 688 recorded calls. 

10th. I have delivered of sermons, addresses and instructions, 180. 

nth. From the latter part of October, 1892, to March 19th, 1893, I have 
onducted within the Diocese 5 Missions — viz., at St. Oswald's, Tipton, Car- 
3ilton, Cameron and Clinton — and participated in a series of services con- 
uctod by Rev. Dr. Brouse at Harrisonville. 

12th. I have had the pleasure of organizing 8 Guilds. 

13th. At various times throughout the year I have presided at 17 busl- 
ess meetings in certain of our Missions and Mission Parishes. 

14th. I have visited 9 vacant missions, and havo taken personal card 
•le<iges toward the support of the services, amounting in gross to 32400, but 
300 of this amount was not made upon the same basis as the remaining $2100. 

15th. During the past year covered by this report, the value of church 
property secured to the Church at Carroll ton and St. Oswald's, in buildings, 
;round and fixtures, amounts to some 86700, upon which there is a funded 
ndebtedness of $1700, properly cared for, both in the interests of creditor and 
lebtor. 
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16th. I have attended two meetings of Gonyocation. One convened at 
Clinton in June, under the Rev. Dean Talbot, where I preached the opening 
sermon and made a missionary address. At the Ck>n vocation of the clergy in 
Kansas City in February, I preached by the Bishop's appointment. 

17th. Aside from my regular duties, I have by your permission ofiScitted 
four times at Grace Church, Kansas City, during the absence of the rector 
abroad, viz., May 29, June 12, 19 and 26, 1892. 

On June 13th I baptized an infant in Grace Church. At the request of 
Rev. Robert Talbot, owing to his absence at General Convention, I officiated 
at a wedding in Trinity Parish last October. From May 30 to June 1, 1 
attended the jubilee services of Nashotah House, and exercises connected 
therewith. From the 5th of last August to the 19th of September, Iwas 
absent from the Diocese. I passed my vacation in much needed study, in pre- 
paration for the missions and special services which I have since held in the 
Diocese, and in missionary work on Sundays at Delafield, Hartland and 
Waterville, in the Diocese of Milwaukee, having been licensed thereto by the 
Rt Rev. Isaac Lea Nicholson, D. D., Bishop of that Diocese. 

On the Eve of St. Bartholomew, at the Bishop's request, I read Evening 
Prayer, and presented an interesting class for confirmation, at St Mary's, 
Waterville. 

I was absent for one day in December at St. Louis, upon business con- 
nected with our missionary work. 

18th. My offertories for the period covered by this report amount, from 
all sources, to $194.79, and my disbursements in the prosecution of my wort 
and in meeting the natural demands of charity which are made upon me, 
amount to $95.85. 

19th. My Mission Tract Fund, which the generosity of a few persontl 
friends has made a possibility, amounts to 822, and I trust it may be increased 
and always maintained, so that the Archdeacon may ever have at his command 
the means to purchase or issue such tracts as the Bishop may approve of, and 
the nature of the work demands. 

20th. I have traveled in the Diocese, in the active discharge of my duties, 
from April 13, 1892, to April 30, 1893, inclusive, 16,386 miles. 

21st. It is my intention ( D.V.) during the present year to spend a few 
weeks in traveling over the Diocese for the purpose of visiting places of 2,000 
inhabitants and over, and of searching therein for our perhaps forgotten peo- 
ple. This work is one which is full of interest, and also much sadness. It is 
the only way, however, to extend the Church in these places, and eventually 
obtain a permanent foothold. 

It is not my intention to hold services at these places when I make my 
first visit, but to arrange for such services as will be held by me, I trust, in the 
near future. I am, a flection ately.

OF THE SECRETARY OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS. 

The Board has held six meetings during the past conciliar year. At the 
first meeting, held May 11th, 1892, at Springfield, the Rev. John K. Dunn was 
re-elected Secretary, and Mr. Henry D. Ashley, Treasurer of the Board. 

The second meeting was held in Kansas City, May 26th, 1892. The pay- 
ment of the Missionaries of the Board was ordered for the quarter ending June 
1st, 1892 (see Schedule), and the following apportionment of stipends was 
made for the year extending from June 1st, 1892, to June 1st, 1893 :

This apportionment has l>een necesi^arily departed from to some degree 
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during the year, but it has been useful as a general guide for the action of the 
Bishop and the Board. 

The Secretary was instructed to send a circular letter quarterly to alJ 
parishes and missions in the Diocese in regard to contributions to Diocesan 
missions, for the quarter. This has been done, it is thought with good effect 
Its tendency must l>e to keep the Diocesan mis.sionary cause in mind throughont 
the year; and it would undoubtedly be well if these circular letters were read 
in the Churches fre<iuently, and the people thereby stimulated to the impor- 
tant duty of steddily providing for the urgent missionary needs of our own 
Diocese. 

The Secretary >yould also report in this connection that in accordance with 
the instructions of the last Council (see Journal of 1892, p. 54), he wrote 
immediately after the adjournment of the Council to all parishes not making 
missionary pledges, urging them to do so without delay. I'he result was an 
increase of $80 in the amount of pledges. At the same meeting a committee 
was appointed to prepare Rules and By-Laws for the procedure of the Board, 
and the Secretary was instructed to draw vouchers for necessary expenses. 

The third meeting of the Board was held Sept. 8th, 1892. The payment 
of missionaries for quarter ending Sept. 1st, 1898, was approved (see Schedule), 
and Rules and By-Laws adopted for the government of the Board. 

At the fourth meeting, held Nov. 25th, 1892, the stipend of the Rev. J. P. 
Lytton was increased to the annual rate of $400 for the next quarter (ending 
March 1st, 1893). 

The fifth meeting was held Dec. 8th, 1892. The payment of missionary 
stipends for quarter ending Dec. 1st, 1892, was approved (see Schedule). 1^ 
was also ordered that the stipend of Rev. J. P. Lytton, of West Plains, be con- 
tinued at the annual rate of $400 for the quarter ending June 1st, 1893. 

The sixth meeting of the Board was held March 14th, 1893. The list of 
missionary stipends for quarter ending March 1st, 1898, was approved (s^ 
Schedule), and the Secretary was also authorized to draw warrant in favor of 
Rt. Rev. £. R. Atwlll for $250, to be used, if necessary, in assistance of 1^^^ 
Bishop's Purse pledges to missionaries, contributions to the Blshop^s Purse P*^ 
being as large or as numerous as it was hoped they would be. Let us all t<^ 
to amend in this respect during the coming year. It may l>e proper to add tU^^ 
the eflBcient Treasurer of the Board makes regularly a quarterly report to l^' 
thus keeping the members well informed as to the condition of its finance^' 
Regular quarterly meetings of the Board are now to be held (unless otherwl^^ 
appointed by the Bishop), on the Thursday after the first Sunday in Jun^** 
September, December and March. 

In closing this report, the Board would express Its gratification at havin ^ 
been able to pay the missionaries their stipends fully and promptly through th ^ 
year. It will take special effort to do so during the coming year. The stipend ^ 
for the last quarter, with one station vacant, were at the annual rate of $3,300 ' 
with that station occupied, they will reach $3,550 per annum. Thin is fo^ 
regular stipends as now paid, and does not include special calls for occasional ^ 
help ; you will thus see how much is needed for the coming year for the BoanL ^

OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE DISTRIBUTION OF THE 

PRAYER BOOK. 

The Committee appointed to report on the matter of the Prayer Book Dis- 
tribution Society woald respectfully report : 

Whereas, under Canon 9, Title III, adopted by the General Convention, 
1892, the Prayer Book Distribution Society was established, has met, and in 
the constitution adopted by them, has declared its purpose to be: 

(1) To encourage the formation of an Auxiliary Prayer Book Society in 
each Diocese and Missionary jurisdiction, to distribute Prayer Books within 
their respective spheres among the people and charitable and public institu- 
tions ; 

(2) To encourage the formation of such societies in each Parish and Mis- 
sion to co-operate with the National body ; and 

(3) To encourage the preaching of sermons on Prayer Book, and taking 
of offerings for Prayer Book distribution. 

Therefore, your Committee respectfully suggests that a central or Diocesan 
commissioner be appointed by the Bishop at each Annual Council to act for 
the Diocese in communication with the National body, and that each Rector 
or Missionary appoint one commissioner in his Parish or Mission to act as 
Prayer Book Distributer in his sphere. 

Your Committee also recommend that an offering for this Society be taken 
in each Parish and Mission, said offering to be made on each Whitsunday, and 
forwarded to the Treasurer of the National Society. 

Your Committee also recommend that the old Prayer Books be no longer 

distributed in Churches, and that those that are already in the Churches be 

donated (o penal, charitable and other institutions, and to individuals merely 

as a book of private devotion.

Your Committee beg leave to report that the Missionary Field of the Dio- 
cese gives evidence of hearty response in proportion to the work which has been 
expended upon it ; and in contrast with its condition one year ago, shows an 
encouraging advance all along the line. The parochial clergy at various points 
in the Diocese, have heartily and cheerfully co-operated with the Bishop and 
his Missionary, in giving occasional services, and, in several cases, taking 
permanent charge of contiguous stations. But the natural, outcome of such 
earnest endeavor is not to contract the sphere of our work or lessen the demand 
for means and Missionaries ; but along with increase of effort baa come the 
opening up of new territory, a widening of our field and a multiplying of oar 
opportunities which renders it absolutely necessary, that our pledges for this 
new year exceed those of last. Your Committee would respectfully suggest, if 
in making the suggestion they are not treading upon the rights of the Mission- 
ary Board, that a minimum pledge of one dollar a communicant be asked for, 
for the Missionary- work of the Diocese. Not only our Parishes and Missions 
which have done so well the past year, but eft^ery Parish and Mission in the 
Diocese, should emulate the example set by these unfailing and unflagging 
givers. The report every month of the Treasurer of the Board, tells its own 
story. The children of our Sunday-schools should be organized into a Mission- 
ary Host, with competent and intelligent oflicers, who will see that they are a 
living and active organization. The gathering together of the Bishop, Clergy 
and Laity, say in a semi-annual Missionary meeting, where the I^ty as well

f^ C^lergy may participate in the live questions of missionary work, would stim- 
nl&de and cultivate a love of Missions at home and abroad. 

The Committee would emphasize Section 4 of the excellent report of your 
Coxx^mittee last year, page 58, of Journal, where an active effort is urged to 
seo^^ire real estate in every city and hamlet of the Diocese, which being held by 
^^ Diocese, exempt from taxation, In years to come would prove helpful to 
the Church.

REPORT 

OF THE COMMITTEE ON SUNDAY-SCHOOL WORK. 

Your Conimiitee, to whom was entrusted this vitally important -report, beg 
leave to state as follows, viz.: 

The work of this branch can hardly be called departmental in the Diocese, 
though a very real and true arm of the Church. 

Y'our Committee has endeavered to ascertain, as fully as possible, the 
necessary information for its report. All that it feels at liberty to say is, the 
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Sunday-schools of the Parishes and Missions are being carried on along the 
usual lines — lines not always the best for either the pupils or the Church. For 
it cannot be successfully denied that the teachers are not as well qualified 
c'ither in aptness to teach or knowledge, as to make them efficient or succes.^ful 
teachers. And when it is remembered that a Sunday-school teacher has young, 
tender, susceptible minds with which to deal, the necessity for well qualified 
teachers is evident Surely the interests of a child's moral nature ought to be, 
to say the least, equal to its mental nature ; but the nation does its best to pro- 
vide competent teachers for the public schools, while the Sunday-school is 
obliged to do the best it can — often very poor — to supply teachers for its work. 

Tour Committee, therefore, would suggest, first, that the Rector of the 
Parish be his own Superintendent, and then appoint the l>est aid he can as 
Assistant Supeiintendent. lie ought to meet his teachers weekly and go over 
the lesson papers with and for them, and this also because of the meagre help 
the papers give. They, no doubt are intended to be mainly suggestive, but a 
comprehensive suggestiveness of ten darkens the subject, hence the necessity for 
teaching the teachers and showing them how to use the papers, which by the 
way are not very helpful — they are used, as college men say, "ponies.*' Better 
and better is a good motto, and to advance in the betters, we ought to be as I 
have seen stated in St Andrew's Cross, saintly, manly and brotherly ; for 
saintliness, manliness and brotherliness are as good and as potential in Sunday- 
school work as in the St Andrew's Brotherhood. 

Another suggestion your Committee ventures to make is — grade the school, 
not according to age or size, but according to <iuaIifications — not a small diffi- 
culty to overcome. 

Next let the parents be as interested in their children and the Sunday- 
school as they are in the public school, and a quick march in progress will take 
place and go forward. 

Music of a good, cheery style is both attractive and helpful in the work. 
Sing often during the session ; children love music and learn much through 
singing hymns and carols. 

Your Committee would especially ask for the careful perusal of that part 
of the Bishop's Address bearing on this subject

1. When the President takes the Chair, no member shall continue 
standing, or shall afterwards stand up, unless to address the Chair. 

2. When the President shall have taken the Chair, the minutes of 
the preceding day shall be read. 

3. Immediately after the organization of the Council, the following 
Standing Committees shall be appointed, viz.: 

( I ) On the Admission of New Parishes. 

( 2 ) On Constitution and Canons. 

( 3 ) On Unfinished Business. 

( 4 ) On Finance. 

( 5 ) On Assessments. 

( 6 ) On Missions. 

( 7 ) On Christian Education. 

( 8 ) On Sunday School Work. 

( 9 ) On Missionaries' Traveling Expenses. 

(10) On the State of the Church. 

4 All Committees shall be appointed by the President, unless other- 
wise ordered. 

5. All resolutions shall be reduced to writing, presented to the Sec- 
retary, and by him read; and a motion shall not be considered before the 
House until seconded. 

6. When any member is about to speak, or deliver any matter to 
the House, he shall, with due respect, address himself to the President, 
confining himself strictly to the point in debate. 

7. A member shall not absent himself from the service of the 
House unless he have leave or be unable to attend. 

8. A member, other than the Chairman of a Committee, whose re- 
port is under consideration, shall not speak more than twice in the same 
debate, nor longer than ten minutes at a time without leave of the House. 

9. Any member of the House may call for a vote by ayes and nays. 

10. When a question has once been determined, it shall stand as the 
judgment of the House, and shall not be again drawn into debate, except 
on motion for reconsideration, which must be made by a member who had 
previously voted in the majority, and all motions to reconsider must be 
made on the day the vote is taken or on the next succeeding day. 

11. When a question is under consideration, a motion shall not be 
received, except to lay it upon the table, to postpone it to a certain time, to 
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postpone it indefinitely, to commit it, to divide it or amend it; and motions 
for any of these purposes shall have precedence in the order herein named. 
If a motion to lay an amendment on the table be carried, the matter before 
the House shall be proceeded with as if no such amendment had been 
offered. The motions to lay upon the table and adjourn shall be decided 
without debate. The motion to adjourn shall always be in order. 

12. Debate shall not be allowed upon a resolution to refer any mo- 
tion to a Committee, or to a motion to recommit any subject which has 
been before a Committee, but the member who offers such resolution or 
motion, may speak for five minutes for the purpose of explaining its object. 

13. All amendments may be considered in the reverse order in which 
they are moved. When a proposed amendment is under consideration, a 
motion to amend the same may be made. An after-amendment to such 
second amendment shall not be in order, but when an amendment to an 
amendment is under consideration, a substitute to the whole may be re- 
ceived. A proposition, different from the one under consideration, shall 
not be received under color of an amendment or substitute. 

14. Every member who may be in the House when any question is 
put, shall, on a division, be counted, unless he be excused by the Council 

15. All questions of order shall be decided in the first instance by 
the Chair, without debate ; an appeal, however, may be made from his 
decision to the Council by any member of the same.

This being the time and place appointed for the meeting of 
the Fifth Annual Council of the Church in the Diocese of West 
Missouri, the Right Reverend Edward R. At will, D. D., Bishop of 
the Diocese, and a number of the Clergy and Laity, assembled in 
Grace Church, in the City of Carthage, at 10 a. m. for Divine 
Service. 

The ante-Communion was read by the Rev. . Melville M. 
Moore, of Springfield, and the Rev. George H. Bailey, of Carthage, 
the Rev. John W. Dunn, of Independence, reading the Epistle 
and the Rev. Russell Todd, of Lebanon, reading the Gospel. 

The Sermon was preached by the Rev. Samuel C. Gaynor, of 
Warrensburg, from Ps. , Ix xxi , 10: 

**Open thy mouth wide, and I will fill it.'* 

The Holy Communion was celebrated by the Rt. Rev. the 
Bishop, assisted by the Rev. George H. Bailey. 

The ofTering was for Diocesan Missions. 

The services ended, the Bishop took the chair and called the 
Council to order. 

The Bishop requested Mr. Wm. M. Reid to act as Treasurer, 
pro tern, , and receive and receipt for such monies as might be paid 
in before the arrival of the Treasurer. 

The Bbhop appointed as Committee on Credentials of Lay 

Delegates.

The Secretary then proceeded to call the roll of the Clergy 
entitled to seats in the Council, from a list prepared by the Bishop.

ANNUAL ADDRESS. 

Rev, Brethren of the Clergy and Brethren of the Laity: 

A few days ago, on Expectation Sunday, we remembered how 
the disciples of old waited for the fulfillment of the promise of 
Christ that a Comforter should come who would teach them and 
guide them and give them power. Waiting obediently, doing and 
expecting as He commanded until the day of Pentecost was fully 
come, they were all with one accord in one place; and, as year by 
year Whitsuntide returns we remember how they did not in vain 
wait, obey and expect. 

The Holy Ghost came bringing truth and power for them, 
and we, gathering with one accord in one place on this Tuesday in 
Whitsun week, believe that we do not expect in vain teaching and

guidance and power; aye, Pentecostal power; through which we 
shall endure and be saved, be led into the freedom of the truth and 
receive a right judgment that we may lead others to the truth 
through which the Church shall prevail. 

We meet this year in Carthage, which, being interpreted, 
means "the new town." Carthage of old, the rival of Rome, per- 
ished by fire, its inhabitants retreating as their roots were consumed 
above their heads, consenting to death rather than to captivity, 
and the ashes of its burning covered an annihilated people. 

It is gone now, leaving no trace behind of its domestic life, its 
amusements, its trade. 

O ur Carthage was also destroyed by fire, but it again rose 
from its ashes more comely and more prosperous than in days be- 
fore the flames fed upon its homes — a monument to the will and 
energy and enterprise of the West. 

And we, my brethren, who wait for the coming of the Lord to 
prosper our Zion, we who stand not by ruins of destroyed institu- 
tions, but by opportunities inviting our gifts and our labors, may 
with all boldness trust in these two things, respectively, Whitsun- 
tide and new Carthage — the sustaining grace of the Spirit of God, 
and the energy of our day and our people. 

It is our custom when we assemble in our Annual Council to 
commemorate our dead and to pay them the tribute of our love 
and respect, recalling their virtues for our imitation here and look- 
ing on to the eternity of delightful companionship in eternity. 

From our own Diocesan band of clergy only one has gone to 
the rest of Paradise, the Rev. Carter Page, who came to Missouri 
twenty years ago, next June, and led a quiet life, pure and decorous 
as that of a priest should be, but he was hindered by bodily infirm- 
ity from much public duty and had for many years been earning 
his livelihood in a secular vocation. 

From the House of Bishops, four have deceased during the 
year. The Rt. Rev. Alexander Gregg, D. D., the first Bishop, of 
Texas, was consecrated in 1859 and labored with unwavering fidelity 
amid the hardships and discouragements of pioneer life in a terri- 
tory that now taxes the endurance of three vigorous Bishops. 

The Rt. Rev. Theodore Benedict Lyman, D. D., was conse- 
crated Assistant Bishop of North Carolina in 1873, and became 
Bishop of that Diocese upon the death of Bishop Atkinson in i88r. 
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He was an accomplished scholar and a faithful Bishop. Those who 
were present at the Missionary Council in Chicago last winter will 
recall his earnest plea for destitute missions in a remote portion of 
his field. 

The Rt. Rev. Horatio Southgate, D. D., was consecrated 
Bishop to Constantinople in 1844 and was in seignioralty of office 
the oldest American Bishop, but his resignation having been ac- 
cepted by the House of Bishops in 1850, he had no longer any seat 
in that body, and the Bishop of Connecticut, his junior in office, 
presided. Bishop Southgate was sent to Constantinople at a time 
when our missions in the East excited a very intense interest, and, 
had he remained, very important results might have followed. His 
commission was for the dominions and dependencies of the Sultan 
of Turkey. 

The Rt. Rev. John A. Paddock, D. D., for many years 
Bishop of Washington Territory, was a Bishop singularly conse- 
crated to his Master and faithful in his work. The foundations he 
laid were made deep and strong. 

I have transferred to other dioceses eight of the clergy who 
were fellow laborers with us last year: 

Rev. John W. Birchmore to the Diocese of Massachqsetts. 

Rev. H. K. Brouse to the Jurisdiction of Northern Texas. 

Rev. Geo. S. Gassner to the Diocese of Delaware. 

Rev. A. Kinney Hall to the Diocese of Colorado. 

Rev. Isaac Houlgate to the Diocese of Milwaukee. 

Rev. James J. Purcell to the Diocese of Indiana. 

Rev. John J . Sellers to the Diocese of Springfield. 

Rev. J. H. Simons to the Diocese of Western New York. 

Rev. M. F. Carey has not been transferred, but has removed 
to Nebraska. 

Four clergy have been transferred to us from other dioceses as 
follows: 

Rev. A. B. Nicholas from the Diocese of Indiana h^ become 
rector of Holy Trinity, St. Joseph, and missionary to St, Mary's, 
Savannah. 

Rev. Richard Ellerby from the Diocese of Kansas has become 
rector of Christ Church, Lexington, and missionary to Sweet 
Springs. 
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Rev. E. J. Saphir from the Diocese oi Huron, Canada, has 

become missionary of St. Mark's and St. Matthias*, St. Joseph. 

Rev. Walter H. Marshall from the Diocese of Pennsylvania, 
has become missionary of St. Augustine's, Kansas City. 

These brethren who have come to labor with us are work- 
ing faithfully and, by God's blessing, with good success; but we 
have lost from active service nine clergy and have gained only four; 
while Chillicothe, Nevada, Butler, Clinton, Cameron, Trenton, 
Plattsburg, Independence, Westport and other important posts are 
deprived of the sacraments and other priestly ministrations, we ask 
with anxiety why are there so few laborers in the important and en- 
couraging work of our Diocese. 

First, of course, as you well know, the Council of last year, 
did not insure by pledges money enough to continue the stipends 
at the rate then promised, and although the Missionary Committee 
tried to pay their stipendiaries without reduction, even going so 
far as to cut into their sacred reserve fund, they found themselves 
still more embarassed by the failure of many parishes and missions 
to pay promptly the small amounts pledged, and sadly, with shame, 
determined to reduce all stipends pro rata to an amount within the 
limited appropriation. This is one reason why we are losing some 
of our faithful men. They cannot live upon the reduced salary and 
in some other diocese they can earn enough to support their fam- 
ilies without incurring debt. 

Now, brethren, suffer the word of exhortation, and do not 
neglect it because it has been spoken before. It is more emphatic 
this year because our resources are smaller and our needs are 
greater than in past years. If we would maintain, to say nothing 
of enlarging the missionary work of the Diocese, we must consent 
to self-sacrifice and we must give heed to these things. It is whis- 
pered to me that some of our congregations do not know the dis- 
tinction between diocesan and domestic missions — they have no 
conception of the extent of our missionery field — that they could 
not name our important missionary posts — that they have never 
heard from their Rectors or Ministers in charge an instructive, 
fervent sermon on Diocesan Missions. I do not know how true all 
this is, but remembering my own shortcomings as a priest over a 
generous parish, I fear that the clergy may be negligent in stirring 
up their people to diligence in the discharge of their duty to those, 
who are of our own spiritual household, and who are not sufficiently 
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Strong to maintain their own ministers or to take advantage of 
their opportunities for extending the Church. My reverend 
brethren of the clergy, each and all, you should be agents and 
pleaders for our Diocesan Missions, and the work will never suc- 
ceed until you instruct, exhort and set your people aflame with 
zeal for missions. I do not ask you to scold— nothing is ever gained 
by that. I do not ask you to petulantly upbraid them; you could 
not in any other way as effectively kill their interest in missions. 
But give them facts — give them instruction made as interesting as 
your gifts will enable you to make it — train them in the accept- 
ance of the grand general principles that underly all our giving for 
Christ's sake — take pains not only with the general congregation, 
but with individuals — despise not the small givers, if they give ac- 
cording to their ability. 

It is whispered, also, that rectors hesitate to talk about mis- 
sions because the parish is in debt, or because there are so many 
other pressing calls. No mistake can be more fatal than this. If 
the missionary idea is presented so that a congregation take it 
into their minds, hearts and consciences, and it becomes a spring 
of action, they will pay more debts, and build more churches, and 
support more charities than they would pay or build or support in 
a generation, the missionary idea being dormant or absent from 
them. 

Possibly the Bishop has not done his full duty in pressing the 
claims of the missionary field upon the people. We have tried 
through our Diocesan paper to give information and to exhibit 
our opportunities and needs. A statement was first prepared and 
presented to the Missionary Board, and afterward carefully revised 
and enlarged, and printed in Church Bells; other methods were 
also employed; but this year, God willing, I propose at the visita- 
tions I shall make, to bring to the congregations information fresh 
from the field, and to plead with them to remember, to pray for and 
to give for the extension of the Church within our own borders as 
as well as for the great work of our General Board of Missions. 

But our diminished pledges, and the exodus of poorly paid 
missionaries, does not altogether account for our increased number 
of vacant posts. The missionary congregations and committees 
must bear some of the responsibility, and admit that their own dil- 
atory efforts to even ascertain how much they can give for the sup- 
port of services hinders the Bishop sometimes from appointing a 
man to fill the vacancy, and, not infrequently the half of what 
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might be given is not given because no one approaches each indi- 
vidual and asks for a pledge. 

The Committee of a mission is appointed and the Vestry of a 
Parish is elected, partly to get subscriptions and to collect them, 
and where an energetic man or woman, will for love of the Church, 
give time, thought and labor to this work there the best results 
obtainable are accomplished. 

But all these things being true we have not yet wholly ac- 
counted for long vacancies and for our diminished clergy list. There 
is another kind of supine vestry who delay operations, reasoning 
after this fashion: We have a debt and interest to pay; we have 
not paid our Diocesan assessment and are reported delinquent ; we 
might, by an effort, raise as much as is necessary to clear up our 
record in the Treasurer's report and to reduce the debt year by 
year, but here is an easy way; we will continue to pay into the 
treasury as much, or nearly as much, as we have each been paying 
toward a Rector's salary, but we will call no Rector, and will with 
our regular income pay the debt instead of paying a pastor. At 
the end of a year or two we will again call a minister; nobody will 
be harmed and will have discharged our financial obligations. 

Oh, wise financiers! Oh, foolish Churchmen! Does a Parish 
suffer no loss when the church doors are closed, when there b no 
one to baptize, to guide, to teach, to give to the communicants 
the Bread of Life? Are there none among religionists without, 
ready to steal away the allegiance of our people, no temptations to 
become habitual stayers at home on the Lord's day ? Is there no 
decline in spiritual fervor, and does not decline in spiritual fervor at 
length smite the treasury with emptiness? 

Yet although good men reason themselves into the belief that 
it is for the interest of a parish to close the church doors for a time 
and to save the cost of a priest, we must protest against such a 
course as being sure to cool the zeal, dwarf the growth, and scatter 
the people of our congregations. Save money by having only 
plain pews or unsalaried singers, but never by a silent pulpit and an 
unused altar Never try to save the body of a parish by cutting of 
its head. 

There have been some changes within the Diocese: 

Rev. S. M. Holden has resigned Grace Church, Chillicoth&- 
and has become Dean of St. George's, Kansas City. 
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Rev. S. W. Wilson has resigned the charge of Cameron, 
Plattsburg and Platte City, and has become Rector ol St. FauFs, 
Maryville, and Missionary at St. Oswald's, Minnesota Valley. 

Rev. H. A. Duboc has resigned the charge of All Saints*, 
Nevada, and St. Luke's, Rich Hill, and has become Rector of St. 
Philip's, Joplin. 

Rev. D. A. Sanlord has resigned St. Paul's, Clinton, and is in 
temporary charge of St. Luke's, Rich Hill. 

Under the General Canon of the Church, I am bound to state 
to you at this time what I have done as your Bishop during the 
year. 

I have been (except a few days in attendance upon the Mis- 
sionary Council at Chicago, last Fall) continuously in the Diocese, 
and at work chiefly among the missions, for I firmly believe that a 
Bishop, at least in a Diocese of the missionary sort, such as this is, 
should be pioneer and chief missionary, and that no work involving 
prolonged absence from his Diocese can take the place of living 
and intimate person relations with his scattered people. 

In the discharge of my duty I have officiated on 219 occasions, 
made 189 visitations, delivered 212 sermons and addresses, ad- 
vanced two deacons to the priesthood, consecrated two churches, 
baptized eleven, officiated at three weddings and confirmed 255. 

This is not the record of the more trying and wearing parts of 
the year's work. To preach the peace-conferring Gospel, to give 
the blessing of confirmation, to rejoice at the consecration of one 
more church free from debt, and to receive faithful men into the 
priesthood — these might in comparison with the duty that wears 
and tears be counted the godly recreations of a Bishop's life. 

I must call attentian to the small number of confirmations — less 
by fifty-one than last year, and that was not large. Many con- 
firmations are not an unquestionable indication of success in paro- 
chial work, and yet where the number falls far below our reasonable 
expectations there is surely reason to ask. Is all being done as the 
Church directs; do the clergy speak to their people about this 
matter; are they watching every soul in their cures, ready to speak 
a word in season; ready at hand to instruct when that soul is in- 
quiring, or to strengthen it wavering, or to guard it when in dan- 
ger of pollution by the world or of decay under the blasting breath 
of unbelief? Are they "bold and trustful and hopeful in trying to 
win souls ?' ' 
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Are I the children sought after as soon as they come to years of 
discretion ? And do we remember that our Lord goin^ up to the 
Temple when twelve years old indicated that to us as a proper age 
for a child to be admited to the higher privileges of the Church ? 

Do parents and sponsors appreciate and discharge their re- 
sponsibility or do they leave children to themselves, possibly hold 
them back and discourage them when they are led by the Holy 
Spirit of God toward a right judgment in this important concern ? 

The Bishop of Maryland writes wisely when he says : "Preach 
to your people about this matter in your sermons, in your Sunday 
Schools and in the houses of your people. I beg you do not tire 
in your labors and in your pursuasions till you gain these'young 
souls, so dear to Christ. Be sure they are well instructed but do 
not demand too much; the Creed, the Lord's Prayer, the Ten 
Commandments perfectly; the other questions of the catechism 
sufficiently. You have no right to add other and higher standard 
ol intellectual fitness. The Lord made coming to Him easy. He 
stooped to the very first beginnings. He wants his Church, his 
ministers, to do the same. Take pains that they come devoutly, 
but accept a child's devoutness. Do not demand of the child the 
man's intelligence, the man's matureness, or the man's gravity. 
And then do not lose your pastoral hold of them as soon as they 
are confirmed . Have your communion classes, your perseverance 
classes, or if your flock be too scattered your communion and your 
perseverance instructions. I plead again for large place and loving 
share in your pastoral labors for the children." 

Looking over the missionary field of the Diocese we note that 
Breckenridge and Odessa are under our Canon defunct, the mission 
of St. Mary's Church in the ist Ward of Kansas City has been 
abandoned, also the mission of St. Mark's Church at Sheffield, and 
Trinity Mission, Kansas City.

The new Grace Church, Kansas City, is approaching comple- 
tion, an impetus having been given to the work by the very nota- 
ble Easter ofiering amounting to about $4,000, a very large sum 
in these hard times to be given by a parish that cheerfully bears 
the heaviest burden of assessment and givies one-third of the 
amount pledged for Diocesan Missions. 

St. George's, Kansas City, has begun a new era under Dean 
Holden, is growing rapidly and has an active chapter of St. An- 
drew's Brotherhood. 

Trinity, Kansas City, has established a chapter of Daughters 
of the King. 

Christ Church, St. Joseph, has moved its chancel and choir to 
the east end. It looks much better there, is more convenient, and 
the interior of the building seems more like a church. 

Calvary, Sedalia, has a new rectory, and the Easter offering 
amounted to almost $1, 100. 

St. John's, Springfield, has been by the prayers and efforts of 
Rev. and Mrs. Moore and their people, relieved from debt, and 
consecrated to the service of Almighty God. It is noteworthy 
that, notwithstanding their financial troubles and anxiety to save 
their church, this parish has during the year pledged and paid fifty 
dollars for Diocesan missions, and given $27.74 ^o ^^^ Bishop's 
Purse, which has been applied to the same purpose. 

Christ Church, Springfield, is doing effective work under its 
energetic and popular Rector, and we mention \l p3Ltl\03iaccVj \i^ 
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cause the parish is making a successful efiort to pay its debt and 
has much improved in its spiritual tone. 

St. Philip's, Joplin, is so strengthened in the number and per- 
sonnel of its congregation, the efficiency of its Sunday-school, the 
reverent demeanor and excellence of its choir, that we deem it right 
to single it out for special mention. 

The purchase of a lot at Harrisonville reported last year, was 
not consummated ; but another lot situated in a convenient and 
beautiful quarter of the city has now been bought, paid for and 
deeded to the Parochial Trust Fund of the Diocese. At Aurora, 
also a very satisfactory lot has been purchased, paid for and deeded 
to the same Trustees. 

The title to the property of St. John's, Springfield, St. Mary's, 
Savannah, and St. John's, Neosho, has likewise been vested in this 
corporation. 

The authority of this Board to hold title to real estate is un- 
questionable, and the property of the missions as well as that of 
many of our parishes would be safer should its title be vested in 
this perpetual Board. Other congregations will, we trust, follow 
the example of those just named. All property purchased hereafter 
tnust^ under our Canon, be conveyed to the Trustees of the Paro- 
chial Fund. 

Doubt has been raised regarding the ability of this corp>oration 
to hold personal property in trust for any religious or charitable 
purpose under the Constitution of the State of Missouri, and as we 
desire to prepare the way for gifts and bequests, I trust the Council 
will appoint a committee of lawyers to investigate the matter, and 
if they find that trust funds cannot be held safely by this corpora- 
tion, to prepare some other form of organization of the same indi- 
viduals, viz. : The Bishop and the members of the Standing Com- 
mittee, or of others, in whose hands we may request zealous 
Church-people to place funds for the various departments of Dio- 
cesan work. 

You should, good people, now in this Council and everywhere 
in the Diocese, when you make your wills, or during your lifetime, 
provide for the increase of our endowment funds. Gifts so placed 
do not perish in the using. They yield fruit and remain to yield 
fruit again and again. When you rest from your labors these 
works of yours will follow you, but before they finally leave the 
world at the day of judgment they will have passed through many 
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g^enerations as a stream flowing from the spring of your beneficence 
that gladdens the valleys through which its course lies, refreshing 
and maintaining many forms of spiritual life. 

Endowments of land made to Bishoprics and Parishes and 
schools, in England, yield the life currents that course through its 
choirs and cathedral chapters and colleges to-day. Like the sturdy 
oaks of England its Church is rooted in the land. This Bishopric 
of ours, and our funds for relief and sustenance should be endowed. 
Who will give to the Diocese land or houses or money to make its 
work permanent and strong ? 

I cannot conclude my address without a tribute to our Wo- 
man's Auxiliary to the Board of Missions. 

The times have indeed been hard, and during the past year 
many families expended their savings or anticipated their income to 
enjoy the magnificent and instructive spectacle prepared at Chicago; 
but in some of our parishes the women have worked on with faith- 
ful zeal, gathering money enough to pay the balance due the for- 
mer missionary at Butler; toward the salary of the Archdeacon; to 
the Bishop's Purse, and to several seminaries. 

I commend again as worthy of much careful planning and 
active exertion the great societies of the Church, St. Andrew's 
Brotherhood, the Daughters of the King, and the Girl's Friendly 
Society. When we read of the mighty influence wielded through 
these associations, we ask with deep anxiety why do not our 
parishes and missions learn wisdom, and use every new and aggres- 
sive agency to keep, to train and to use our young people for the 
upbuilding of the Church? 

Religionists or every name are active, aggressive, and by 
methods that appeal to young people — love of pleasure, of society, 
of drill and paraphernalia, win them — yes, too often win the affec- 
tion of those whom God has given us. 

With malice toward none, we must be earnest in maintaining 
and in living out the principles for which the Church of our fathers 
stands, principles that, like air and water and blood, will be the 
life of man, as long as life continues on the earth, principles that 
will be rallying points for divided Christendom if with our firm ad- 
herence we unite broad sympathy and wise activity, not willing to 
be dull because we are true, not endeavoring to reverse the 
Saviour's method and the Apostles' method, which was to seek 
and to save. 
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May God, the Holy Ghost, my brethren, be with you in your 
deliberations, may an answer come to our repeated prayers that we 
may have a right judgment in all things.

Price, of Trinity Church, Independence. Issue letter dimissory to Rev.

George S. Gassner. Confirm two persons in the afternoon at Grace Church.

Resolved^ That on payment of the amount in hand by the Rector of 
Calvary Church, Sedalia, the balance of the Diocesan assessment against 
that Parish for the past year be remitted. 

On motion of Rev. S. M. Holden it was 

Resolved^ That the portion of the Bishop's address relating to the 
Parochial Trust Fund be referred to a committee of three lawyers. 

The Bishop appointed as such committee 

The Chancellor of the Diocese, 
Mr. Gardiner Lathrop, Mr. Charles H. Nearing. 

The Secretary then read the following communication from the 
Secretary of the General Convention. 

To the Ecclesiastical Authority of 
the Diocese of West Missouri : 

Right Reverend Sir: — In compliance with the require- 
ments of Title III., Canon i, Section iii., of the Digest, I would 
hereby give particular notice that the following alterations of the 
Constitution of the Church are proposed, to wit : those comprised 
in the two resolutions subjoined, said resolutions having been con- 
stitutionally adopted by a General Convention of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church, held in the city of Baltimore, Maryland, in Oct- 
ober, A. D. 1892, to wit : 

First — It was by concurrent action of the two Houses of the 
Convention (vMf<f Journal, pages 338, 118). 

Resolved^ That Article 8 of the Constitution be amended by striking 
out the clause "No alteration, etc.," and inserting in lieu thereof the fol- 
lowing : *' No alteration or addition shall be made in the Book of Common 
Prayer or other Offices of the Church, or the Articles of Religion, unless 
the same shall be first proposed in one General Convention, by the vote 
of a majority of the whole number of Bishops entitled to seats in the House 
of Bishops, and by the vote of a majority of all the Dioceses entitled to 
representation in the House of Deputies, and by a resolve of the General 
Convention made known to the Convention of every Diocese, and adopted 
at the subsequent General Convention in the same manner in which it was 
proposed,** 

so that the Article as thus amended shall read as follows : 
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ARTICLE 8. 

A Book of Common Prayer, Administration of the Sacraments and 
other Rites and Ceremonies of the Church, Articles of Religion, and a Form 
and Manner of Making, Ordaining and Consecrating of Bishops, Priests and 
Deacons, when established by this or a future General Convention, shall 
be used in the Protestant Episcopal Church in those Dioceses whxh shall 
have adopted this Constitution. No alteration or addition shall be made 
in the Book of Common Prayer or other Offices of the Church, or tiie Ar- 
ticles of Religion, unless the same shall be first proposed in one General 
Convention, by the vote of a majority of the whole number of Bishops en- 
titled to seats in the House of Bishops, and by the vote of a majority of all 
the Dioceses entitled to representation in the House of Deputies, and by a 
resolve of the General Convention made known to the Convention of every 
Diocese, and adopted at the subsequent General Convention in the same 
manner in which it was proposed ; Provided, however , that the General 
Convention shall have power from time to time to amend the I^ctionary; 
but no act for this purpose shall be valid, which is not voted for by a ma- 
jority of the whole number of Bishops entitled to seats in the House of 
Bishops, and by a majority of all the Dioceses entitled to representation in 
the House of Deputies. 

Second — It was by concurrent action of the two Houses of the 
Convention (z/wfe Journal, pages 394, 395, 152): 

Resolved, That the following changes be made in the Constitution and 
that the proposed changes be made known to the several Diocesan Con- 
ventions in order that they may be adopted in the ensuing General Con- 
vention, in accordance with the provisions of Article 9 of the Constitution : 

Strike out the words "Assistant Bishop" wherever they occur, and 
insert in their place the words ** Bishop Coadjutor.**

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sionary Convocations to the Canon providing that each Diocese and Mis- 
sionary Conv^ation is entitled to two representatives in this Missionary 
Council, and to send to the Bishops and Secretaries a form of certificate 
for such representatives/' 

The Canon referred to is Canon 7, Title III., of the Digest. 
Section I, Article IV, reads : 

"There shall be a Missionary Council of this Church. It shall com- 
prise all the Bishops of this Church, all the members of the Board of Man- 
agers, such other clergymen or laymen as may be selected by the General 
Convention at its triennial meetings, and in addUian thereto^ one presbyter 
and one layman from each diocese and missionary jurisdiction^ to be chosen 
by the convention^ council or convocation of such diocese or missionary 
jurisdiction.^^ 

If the council of your diocese has not already chosen both a 
clergyman and a layman, you will kindly arrange to have such per- 
sons chosen at its next annual meeting as your representatives in 
the Missionary Council of 1894, and certify the Secretary of the 

fact of such election, using the enclosed form for the purpose.

My Dear Bishop: — I take pleasure in reporting to you, as follows, for 
the year ending April 30th, 1894. 

I St. Forty-one places in the Diocese have been visited by me, with 
your consent and cared for under your direction. 

2d. To these places I have made 132 visits: some of these visitations 
lasting from six to ten days, twenty-four hours, or reasonable fraction 
thereof. 

3d. I have held 204 services. 

4th. I have administered the Sacrament of Holy Baptism to 25 per- 
sons: Adults 7: Infants 18. 

5th. I have given a number of special instructions on Confirmation to 
classes during the continuance of Missions I have held, and in other parts 
of the Diocese: in fact, the teaching at every point visited and cared for, is 
always so directed that eventually (D. V.) Holy Baptism and Confirmation 
may follow. 
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6th. I have celebrated the Holy Eucharist 94 times. Of these 4 
celebrations were private; 22 early. All these celebrations have been 
gladly and reverently attended. 

7th. In the course of my duties I have made 803 pastoral calls. 

8th. Of sermons, addresses and instructions I have delivered 198. 

9th. From the last of October 1893 to March 24, 1894, inclusive, I 
have conducted in the Diocese — of Special Services and Missions — 5, viz : 
at Carrollton i, Savannah i, Lebanon i, Springfield 2. 

loth. 1 have organized 3 Guilds. 

nth. At various times throughout the year, I have presided at 21 
business and other meetings, in certain of our Missions and Mission 
Parishes. 

I2th. 1 have taken in pledges and otherwise toward clergy support, 
when so requested in three of our Missions tht; sum of I872 oo 

13th. 1 have raised at Harrison ville the balance of money required 
to pay for church lot in full, $75 50; and have secured for the Guild at 
Ri h nond, I300.00 of their money, bearing interest at 7 per cent, and 
transferred s ime to the Parochial Trust Fund of the Diocese. 

14th. I have attended four meetings of Convocation, viz : at St. 
Oswald s and Aurora, in October; at Independence in November; the Mid- 
Winter Convocation at Kansas City, and the Primary Convocation of the 
Archdeacons of the North and Midwest, at Trinity Church, Kansas City, 
April ii-i5th. 

15th. By your permission, and upon the invitation of the rectors, I 
have officiated at Christ Church, St. Joseph, during the absence of Dean 
Foote at the Missionary Council; at St. Mark's Church, Kansas City, mak- 
ing an address on behalf of the Diocesan Board of Missions; and at Christ 
Church, Springfield.

REPORT 

OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE ON MISSIONS. 

Your committee beg leave to report : That during the past year the 
Missionary work of the Diocese has not grown less, but increased, and we 
are here at the fifth annual Council confronted with greater demands for 
activity, aggressiveness and the holding, strengthening and extending the 
Church's frontier in this large Diocese than ever before. We are essentially 
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a Missioniary Diocese, with sixty-nine parishes and missions, and of these 
but nine are wholly self-sustaining. 

Our obligations to duty compel us to press on. We cannot stand and 
stagnate, nor draw back and die. 

Our first duty is to devise some practical way of replacing the reserve 
fund of {1,000, which has been deeply cut into. We suggest for this special 
offerings through a Missionary enrollment plan. 

2nd. The increasing the offerings for general work in the Diocese — 
by enlisting the Sunday schools, making every child who attends Sunday 
school a member of the Missionary Host. This plan works in other Dio- 
ceses ; why not in ours ? 

3rd. As one solution of the difficulties that confront the Mission 
work, your committee^ suggest as a possibility the Associate Mission. 
There are centers where two or three men might be placed, and from 
which they could go out to supply, perhaps, six, eight or more places. 
Three could be supported on a sum that would scarcely be sufficient for 
two, if living at different points. One priest, with one or two deacons or 
possibly energetic, devout laymen, would be able to keep services and 
give a monthly or bi-monthly celebration. A lay reader in the town in 
which he lives is seldom able to keep up the congregation, but in another 
place he commands a different hearing, and a layman can do something to 
support himself, and yet (for a small compensation) do a useful amount 
of work. If associated with men in orders their influence and assistance 
would serve to correct the crudeness of ordinary lay work. This plan 
is in successful operation in Canada, and also in some of our own Dioceses. 
Postulants for orders, not yet ready to begin a seminary course, or good 
men likely to become postulants might be used and tested in this way. If 
the appeal is made, men can most likely be obtained. 

4th. Your committee further recommend that an effort be made to 
secure individual pledges from the laymen and lay women of the Diocese. 
We recommend that an earnest appeal be made through the Church Bells^ 
at the end of which a blank pledge be printed that can be filled, cut out 
and placed on the plate of the parish church. This will bring the matter 
to the notice of every one who receives The Bells^ and assist the Rec- 
tors in securing the Parish Pledge, and perhaps exceeding it. 

5th. We recommend that a Sunday be set apart by the Bishop for a 
Special Missionary Sermon in every parish and mission in the Diocese.

REPORT 

OF THE SECRETARY OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS. 

Five meetings have been held by the Board during the past year. At 
the first meeting held at St Joseph, May 17th, 1893, the Rev. John K Dunn 
was elected Secretary and Mr. Henry L). Ashley Trea-turer of the Board. 

The second meeting was held in Kansas City, May 26lh, 1893. The 
appropriations of the previous quarter were continued for the quaiter end- 
ing June ist, 1893. (See Schedule.) 

The third meeting was held in Kansas City, August 24, 1893. A' this 
meeting the Bishop was requested to appoint a committee of twenty 
young men of the Diocese, to be known as " The Auxiliary to the Mission- 
ary Board," who should be invited to attend meetings of the Board, and 
thus become informed as to the missionary needs of the Diocese, etc., with 
a view to obtaining subscriptions and donations, in addition to the parish 
pledges. Such a committee has been appointed by the Bishop, and it is 
hoped will prove a valuable assistant in the Board's work. The appro- 
priations for stipends for the quarter ending September ist, 1893, were 
made. (See Schedule.) 

It being found that the funds of the Board were very much reduced 
by the falling off of offerings, a general reduction of stipends, as nearly pro 
rata as possible, was made, to take effect from and after September ist, 
1893, as follows :

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At a subsequent meeting, held December 7th, 1893, the appropria- 
tion for Utica was transferred to Independence, with the addition of I50, 
thus making an appropriation of |i5ofor Independence. 

A reduction of {590 has therefore been made in the appropriations, 
making our present stipend list, if all the stations were occupied, amount 
to $2,360 per annum. The Secretary was authorized to increased the re- 
duced stipends pro rata in case offerings should increase sufficiently to 
warrant it, but no such increase has thus far come. 

At the fourth meeting, held in Kansas City, December 7th, 1893, it 
was decided to hold a special meeting of the new "Auxiliary" at the mid- 
winter Convocation, in Trinity Church, Kansas City, and a committee was 
appointed to at range therefor. The appropriation of Utica was transferred 
to Independence, as heretofore noted, and the list of stipends for the quar- 
ter ending December ist, 1893, approved. (See Schedule.) 

The fifth meeting was held in Kansas City, March i6th, 1894, and the 
list of stipends for the quarter ending March ist, 1894, approved. (See 
Schedule ) 

As appears from the Treasurer's report, there has been a large reduc- 
tion in the past year of the means placed at the disposal of the Board. At 
its March meeting the Board had on hand about |i,ooo less than at the 
same time a year before. Its "reserve" fund was nearly used up, and 
neither pledges nor offc^rings were as lar)>e as formerly. The cause of the 
falling off was doubtless the general business depression from which we in 
common with the rest of the country have suffered. But the needs of our 
diocesan mission work still press heavily upon us, and they are certainly 
of the utmost importance to us as a Church and a Diocese. We are happy 
to state that the receipts of the past ten days have afforded us much relief. 
But the urgent question is. What shall be dune tor the ensuing year? It is 
for the people of the Diocese of West Missouri to say. Ought they not at 
this time to make special and self-denying efforts to sustain their own mis- 
sionary work? Our "reserve" is almost gone. Let us, then, have frequent 
hberal and steady offerings, that the work of the chuich may not suffer and 
die here at home in West Missouri, and above all, let not the quarterly of- 
fering be forgotten.

REPORT 

OF THE COMMITTEE ON SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 

Your committee beg leave to report as follows : 

In the Bishop's address of last year are these words : " In the absence 
of Church schools, do we consider how important are those few hours in the 
Sunday school ? The Sunday school is the nursing mother of all future 
generations.'* 

The Sunday school committee of last year said it was **a very real 
and true arm of the Church." 

Then amid the closing words of the first Eastertide were : " Feed my 
lambs." Thus the Bishop, the brethren and the risen Christ incite us to 
the work ; and yet there is an impression that we are not doing what we 
should in this important branch of church work. 

If this is so, we are losing one of the grandest opportunities of the 
Church, of moulding the plastic nature of the child into the likeness of 
Christ. This loss may not be so apparent in Church families, where the 
father is the family priest and the godly mother duly instructs in Bible and 
prayer book. But there is a great loss to those children who have no such 
Christian instruction, who come to us from careless and godless families. 
Like Topsy, they say: "I spec I growed." They form part of Coxey's 
army of unfortunates. They swell the ranks of the so-called dang^erous 
classes, under the red flag of socialism, and in this country where the gates 
of emigration are thrown wide open to the hordes of Europe, Asia and 
Africa, the great hope of the Church and Nation is Christian education. 
If we cannot always influence the adult, we can do something with the 
child. We can do something to teach him the duties of good citizenship, 
the rights of property, the sacredness of the family, and allegiance to Him, 
who said " Suffer little children to come unto me." 

Hence your committee would modestly, yet earnestly, make the fol- 
lowing suggestion : That a Sunday school association be formed, which 
at convention or convocation could discuss the best means toward making 
our Sunday schools more efficient. In some Dioceses these associations 
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have done much good, and the papers read and the addresses made by 
Rectors, superintendents and teachers have given a holy enthusiasm to 
the work. The laymen have come out in numbers, as they were vitally in- 
terested and could express themselves on these subjects. I refer the Sun- 
day School Association of Michigan, under the late Bishop Harris, and in 
other Dioceses. We would again urge, as last year, the idea of graded 
Sunday schools and as a commencement would suggest the simple division 
of infant schools, where the Calvary Catechism, for illustration, be taught 
with much singing. Of the Intermediate Department, where the Church 
catechism be taught and carefully explained from Scripture, and then the 
main school, where there would be classes in the New Testament, Bible, 
Prayer Book and Church History. 

Finally we would urge the discarding of all service books and of tak- 
ing the service direct from the Prayer Book. The service need not be 
longer, and the child thus become familiar with the Church's liturgy. Let 
the Sunday school be bright with song and chant and choral service. 
The new hymnals have provided a much larger selection of hymns and 
tunes, even adopting some of the "Gospel Hymns." 

The way the Sunday schools are rolling up their thousands of dollars 
for missions — last year over $50,000 — shows the hiding of a magnificent 
power in these little hands and hearts. Let then the Sunday school work 
go on with more zeal and power. The Church of the twentieth century is 
before us, and as we sow so shall we reap. A. B. NICHOLAS.

First. We, Edward R. Atwill, Cameron Nfann, Henry L. Foote, 
Robert Talbot, J. C. Horton, J. D. Richardson, Jr., and Robert W. Cary, 
hereby associate ourselves as an organization under the name of **The 
Parochial Trust Fund of West Missouri,*' for the religious purposes here- 
inafter set forth. 

Second. The purposes of this organization are and shall be to take 
title to real and personal property, which shall be, from time to time, con- 
veyed, transferred, devised or given to it in aid of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the Diocese of West Missouri, to hold the fame in trust for the 
purposes of such conveyance, transfer, devise or gift, to sell, convey, trans- 
fer the same in accordance with the terms of such trusts, and to execute any 
trusts connected therewith, and any other trusts not inconsistent with the 
purposes of said Church that shall be devolved upon it ; and this organiza- 
tion shall continue for the term of one hundred years. 

Third The affairs of this organi zation shall be managed by a board 
of seven (7) trustees. 

Fourth, The Bishop of the Diocese of West Missouri and the several 
members of the Standing Committee of said Diocese of said Church, from 
time to time, shall be severally ex-officio members of said Board of Trus- 
tees, and they shall together, constitute and be said Trustees and the said 
Board of Trustees.

Rr. Rev. and Dear Sir : As I have not hitherto been able to present 
to the Bishop of Massachusetts the letter of dismission and commendation 
which you sent to me, I hereby make my personal report to you for the 
conciliar year. 

Since resigning Trinity Church, Independence, West Missouri, I have 
been constantly engaged in my proper work, part of the time as assistant 
and partly in supplying vacancies, I have married one couple, have bap- 
tized one infant, buried one person, and have celebrated the Holy Com- 
munion eleven times.
